THKIIl WORK AND 1)18801. V K — TIIK 01 TT 
COUNCIL OF 1804 ORGANIZE AND OOM- 
MKNCK THKIR YEAR’S KFFOKT8 IN US- 
HALF OF NKWTON. 

1803. 

The old city council assembled at 2 
o'clock Monday afternoon procodinR the 
inauguration exercises to com pints their 
yoar’s work in readiuesa for the advent 
for the new connoil. 

The mayor presided at the meeting of 
the aldermeu and every member was 
present. 

A communication was received from 
Mrs. Jordan, widow of the late council* 
man,in which she expressed her thorough 
appreciation of the kind reg ard extended 
hor by the city counoil. 

A RESIGNATION. 

A communication from assistant city 
clerk John C. Brimblecom was received, 
in which he resigned his position to 
accept the agency of the boar i of health. 

The mayor said ho regretted the retire- 
ment of so able an offioinl, uni his con- 
cern would be greater were it not for the 
fact that Mr. Brimblecom was still to re- 
maiu in the service of the city. 

The resignation was accepted. 

BUILDING INSPECTION. 

A communication was received from 
Goo. H. Elder, inspector of buildings, iu 
which ho called attention to the petitiou 
of E. N. Soulis for permit to erect a 
building for business and manufacturing 
purposes for the use of E. A. Brown, 
printer and publisher. According to a 
section in the building ordinance no such 
building for these purposes could be 
built. 

Inspector Elder was present aud stated 
that the building for which a permit was 
asked was to be 30x50 feet in size, two 
stories in height, aud with no cellar. 
Stores were to be constructed in the first 
story, one of which E. A. Brown, printer, 
was to occupy, and would use a gas 
engine for running bis machinery. Sec- 
tion 21 of the ordinances states: “All 
buildings hereafter erected which are to 
be used in whole or in part for business 
or manufacturing purposes, or as places 
for public raeetiugL shall be constructed 
of brick or stone, aud have slate, metal 
or composition roof covering and metal 
gutters, unless permission is otherwise 
given by the aldermen.” The inspec- 
tor’s attention had been called to the 
matter by Mr. Soulis, and he now sub- 
mitted to the aldermen for their de- 
cision. 

Alderman Thompson moved to enforce 
the ordinance. 

Alderman Plummer asked if work bad 
commenced on the building, receiving a 
negative answer from the inspector. 

Alderman Hunt said Inspector Damrell 
of Boston stated to him last fail that the 
ordinance must be conformed with aud 
would apply to any building of which 
the supeistructure was not completed. 

The board voted to abide by Sect. 21 of 
the ordinance. 

LICENSE GRANTED. 

Alderman Roffe made a leport recom- 
mending that Irving H. Moody he grant- 
ed a sixth class liquor lieeuse. The re- 
port was accepted and the license 
granted. 

An order was passed referring all un- 
finished busiuess to the city council of 
1894. 

Alderman Bothfeld reported recom- 
mending that concrete sidewalks be 
built on Central and Maple streets, aud 
an order was introduced authorizing the 
city treasurer to levy assessments for 
same on E. F. Miller and N. F. Iralaud. 

An order was passed transferring cer- 
rtaiu uuexpended balances in the high- 
way department to highway general 
repairs, also an order adding the sum of 
$14,094 23 to the highway appropriation 
for 1894, being the unexpended balances 
on the construction and improvement of 
certain streets. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented au order 
which was passed, for the laying out of 
Prince street from Chestnut street, to 
the Central boulevard. 

Alderraa i Emerson submitled the re- 
port of city treasurer John A. Keurick, 
which was accepted, 

DUTY, 

Alderman BothTuld made the following 
self explanatory statement, explaining 
that he tnought it proper to make, as he 
had made a loirner one: 

“This board knows that recently I be- 
came interested in some laud on the 
second section of the boulevard. 

At that time, the first aud second sec- 
tions ha l been laid out, aud it was 
thought the whole route as far as Wash- 
ington stre-t was definitely settled. 

It therefore seemed that, if excused 
from one or two perfuuotory votes, my 
private iuterest would not further inter- 
fere with what 1 consider the proper dis- 
charge of my public duties. 

But unexpectedly, within a few days, 
the whole question as to location of the 
third secti >n lias beeu reopeued, aud a 
lively contest between difforeut local or 
private interests has begun. Holding 
the views that 1 do as to the dignity aud 
duty of public service, l ought to he free 
to act without any embarrassment. 
Then, also, some misunderstand aud 
oltiers misrepresent my position and tile 
facts in the case. This I did not antici- 
pate and wish to avoid.” 

For these reasons I have sold mv t inter- 
est in the land referred to, absolutely 
and on 'right, having not even au iiidtieoi 
connection therewith, preferring to sur- 
render aud lo-e .» nv possibility of or- fit 
I m gh r receive than t» he rlinugii>, 
recreant, even in tim slightest d.-cieo, t * 
in v pirdic duties. 

Alderman Hunt pr - ships 1 a priitou 
fro n 45 residents of tVe>.t Newton tski g 
tint W it»-rtowti sti e»-t beiwi-eii Washing- 
ton aud E idy streets be set apart for fist 
driving. The p >i i m was referred to 
the highway comnii tee. 

Alderman Emerson submitted the 
finance commit, ten's repo it whieti was 
accepted.

Common Council. 

Tho common council convened with 
President, Weed in the chair and every 
member present. 

Aftor passing papers in concurrence 
with the aldermen the hoard adjourned. 


1894. 

Tho city council of Newton after pre- 
liminary organizition at 3 o’clock ad- 
journed to the upper hall. 

Upon reassembling in tho nldermanic 
chamber tho first business was the elec- 
tion of a president of the board. 

Aldermen Rutnery and Plummer wero 
appointed tellers and the former report- 
ed six ballots, all lor Alderman H. E. 
Bothfeld, who served in the same capaci- 
ty last year. 

Alderman Bothfeld thanked his associ- 
ates on tho board at this oxpres ion of 
good will. The duries had not been 
arduous the year past nnd he hoped ho 
should not be more burdened the present 
year 

At this point a messenger from tho 
common council was announced, who 
declared the election by that body, of 
Chas. W. Knapp for president and Johu 
C. Brimblecom as clerk. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

The mayor made these appointments: 
Fire department, F. C. Rawson.hoseman; 
inspector of wires department, Geo. G. 
Perkins and J. Wiley Edraands as line- 
men ; police department, Wra E. Fuller 
and Henry W. Mariner, to he patrolmen 
for the probationary period of six 
months. 

These appointments were confirmed. 

A petitiou from W. H. Bancroft for 
one street light on Ware road was re- 
ferred.

The report was received and an 
order passed, appointing a hearing on 
the same before the board of aldermen at 
7.30 o’clock, Monday, Jan. 15. 

Alderman Thompson presented an 
order which passed, providing for a joint 
committee for the appointment of one 
oveiseerof the poor.

An order establishing the business 
hours at City Hall from S 15 to 12.30 and 
2 to 5 was passed; also orders adopting 
tho rules aud orders governing tho mayor 
and aldermen of 1893; rules aud regula- 
tions governing the police force of 1893; 
establishing regular board meetings on 
the first and third Mondays at. ,7. 15 
o’clock; adopting the joint rules and 
orders of the government of 1893; re- 
ferring miscellaneous bills aud expenses 
to the finance committee; referring 
matters laid over by the old board to the 
proper committees when elected. 

Aldermau Plummer presented an order 
that bells be rung oue-balf hour at suii- 
rise and sunset on Thursday, Feb. 22, aud 
flags be raised. 

An order was passed establishing the 
number of patrolmeu in the police de- 
partment at 37. 

An order was passed that a joint select 
committee consisting of two aldormon 
and three^ouncilmen be chosen to con- 
sult and take action ou several subjects 
in the mayor’s address. 

The sum of $250 was appropriated for 
the Newton Centre leading room, to be 
paid wheu a similar amount was 9ub- 
scribed*by the citizens. 

An order was passed that a committee 
of threo be appointed to act iu conjunc- 
tion with a committee from the common 
couucil, to appoint one assessor for three 
years and oue assistant assessor from 
each ward for one year. 

FINANCIAL MATTERS.

Oue View of tlie Hawaiian question* 

To tbe Editor of tbe Graphic: 

The friends of the provisional govern- 
ment in Hawaii are bitter critics of the 
President for his interference in tho 
matter, and they describe his coaduct as 
un-American, which it certainly is. Tho 
American citizens who went to Hawaii 
are better educated aud more intelligent 
than the natives, they did not approve of 
monarchical principles, and so they 
deposed the Queen and set up a new 
government, and hoped to havo the 
islands annexed to the United States. 
This is only following out the traditional 
policy of our couutry. The first comers 
here found the Indians in possession, 
but they wero savages and so they were 
cheated uDd driven away from their 
homes, and we are still pursuing tbe 
same policy towards the few original own- 
ers of the continent who have survived 
our policy. If they have been given a 
leservatioti which is fouud to be valua- 
ble, some excuse is fouud for cheating 
them out of it, aud driving them away to 
a perfectly worthless spot. The Indians 
were only savages, aud so are the ua- 
waiiaus, although we have sent mission- 
aries there to couvert them lor many 
years, uml the missionaries finding it a 
tortile laud, have prospuied greatly, aud 
their friends have gone over aud traded 
successfully, giving a gaudy piece of 
calico lor a plantation, or some such 
consideration, as the savages wore very 
simple people, and credulous enough to 
believe what cue missionaries told them 
ot the Christian principles by which 
white people were actuated. 

Such people deserve to be cheated, 
and U a iwu-penuy government stands iu 
the way of tlie success of the wuulth- 
gatheiiug sous of tuissiouaiies aud 
whites, why turn them out, the 
are ouiy half-converted heathen anyway, 
uud let the American immigrants rule 
the laud. It ir another “glonous icvoiu- 
ti iu,” such us the Ameiioau Colouists 
waged against King George, says Mrs. 
President Dole, ,ul though to be exact, 
tlie rather hysterical lady should have 
Slid, against the Indians. 

it is uulortuuaie for the Liawaiiaus, 
of couisu, wheu one comes to consider 
that their couutry is taken lrum them, 
but vib.it is tiiat wueu taken into con- 
sideration with the welfare of the 
American sugar pi niters aud traders 
who have goue to the islauus to amass 
we ilth. 

The great mistake made by the 11a- 
waiiaus was that they wore uot loud 
enough of roust missionary, hut wuie a 
gentle, credulous people, and after that 
first mistake there is no help for them. 

President Cleveland is agaiust tlie 
mured of progress, with his silly talk 
about right uud justice, as if those thiugs 
ought to he coiisideied wueu u very 
wcas government is opposed to the in- 
terests ot citizens of the United State*. 

The Americans who have seized the 
native government iu those Islands, aud 
disfiauchised all the uatives, are just us 
much ligtrl as the white men of the 
South were when they rose up aud did 
away with “Nigger rule” and all its cor- 
rupt ubominaiious. Thu doctrine ot the 
survival of the fittest is the only oue 
tiiat should be followed, uud when our 
missionaries send word home tiiat they 
have found a lerlile aud valuable laud, 
where the natives have been con veiled, 
it is pur duly to go iu aud take posses 
sion, iesi some other foreign power like 
England should get ahead of us.

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NEWTON S INAUGURATION. 


the kxercibkb in the t.aror hall 

WELL ATTENDED— THE MAYOR'S INAU- 
GURAL REVIEWS THE WORK OF THE 
YEAR AND OUTLINKR A PORTION OF 
FUTURE WORK. 


The exercise? of inauguration took 
place at 3 o’clock Monday nftornnon at 
the City Hall, West Newton, and new 
vows taken and old vows renewed by the 
men who constitute the city government 
of Newton for tho year 181)4. 

The exercises were quite well attended 
although leHB interest and curiosity was 
manifested perhaps than is usuil when a 
new executive iB chosen. There were 
quite a number of ladies present and the 
customary massive background of police- 
men, interested in the recommendations 
of their supreme head. 

The preliminary organization was 
effected in the respective chambers and 
line was then formed in the long corridor 
and escorted by City Messenger Welling- 
ton, the mayor and city council-elect 
proceeded to the upper hall where seats 
were reserved for the latter, the mayor 
being escorted to the platform by the 
city messenger and Judge Kennedy. 

Upon the platform were seated Ex- 
Mayois Alien Speare and J. Wesley Kim- 
ball, Mayor-elect John A. Fenno, Rev. 
Dr. Geo. W. Shinn, City Clerk Isaac F. 
Kingsbury and Judge John C. Kennedy. 

The city clerk piesided and the exer 
cises opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. 
Shinn. 

The oath of office was then adminis- 
tered to Mayor-elect John A. Fenno by 
Judge Kennedy. 

The mayor administered the oath to 
the members of the board of aldermen 
and to the members of the common 
council, respectively. 

The mayor then delivered his inaugural 
address. 

Gentlemen of the City Council:— 

In compliance with the provisions of 
our City Charter wo meet here today to 
be sworn to the faithful discharge of our 
duties, and it is my privilege for the 
second time te express to the citizens of 
Newton, our appreciation of the great 
honor they have conferred on us, and to 
extend to them our thanks for the same. 
Twenty years ago the first City Govern- 
ment assumed control of tho affairs of 
this Municipality and the old Town Gov- 
ernment ceased to exist. It may be in- 
teresting to compare the condition of the 
city then and now. I have estimated the 
papulation in 1813 to have been 15,000, in 
1893 to have been 28,000. The uumber of 
polls in 1813 was 3,911, iu 1803 the num- 
ber was 1,112. The number of dwelling 
houses in 1813 waB 2,523, in 1803 the num- 
ber was 4956. The assessed valuation 
was as follows: 

1813 1893 

Real $18,446,215 $31,186,200 

Personal 1,531,115 10,061,600 


$25,984,050 $41,853,800 

The amount raised by taxation iu 1813 
was $385,561.23, in 1603 the amount was 
$634,860 24. 

Tho rate of taxation in 1873 was $14.- 
50, in 1803 the rate was $14 80. 

The gross city debt exclusive of water 
and sewer debt in 1873 was $407,000, in 
1893 it was $247,832. 

These statistics are interesting as well 
as instructive and show that in all these 
twenty >ears Newton has prospered and 
continued to advauce in population and 
wealth, until today it is tho most beauti- 
ful city in the Commonwealth, aud 
second to none in all the advantages that 
make a city desirabl • for residential pur- 
poses. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

The funded debt of the city at the 
close of the finanoi il year, December 31, 
1893, was as follows: 

Gross water debt, $1,759,000.00 

Sinking fund for payment of same, 443 444.97 

Net water debt, $1,306,515.01 

Gross sew r debt, $<k 9,000 00 

Slowing loud for payment of same, 20,437 39

Sinking fund for payment of same, 113,493.56 

Net city debt, $247,832.44 

The amount of sewer assessments ap- 
portioned aud unpaid iH $170,591.47. 
This does not include the amouut due on 
the Auburudale section, as the assess- 
ment* have not yet been completed for 
the same. 

The city of Newton occupies a proud 
position in the finanoi d world. During 
the past yoar it was,oue of tho few cities 
that pursued the even tenor of its way, 
with abundant resources on hand. Etriy 
provisions was made for its needs, mostly 
at fiyo and rive and one-half per ceut. 
aud only a comparatively small amouut 
of money was borrowed at the maximum 
rule of six per cent. During the period 
when the stringency in the money market 
was most, severe, the city fouud a ready 
sale for its 4 per cont bonds at par. At 
no time was work delayed from lack of 
fuuds, aud I am happy to state that at 
no time in the history of the city were 
so many laboring men employed, as dur- 
ing the year just closed. I congratulate 
the citizens on the prosperity of our be- 
loved city. 

ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT. 

The valuation of the city for 1803 was 
»h follows: 

Real estate, $31,786,200 

Parsoual estate, 10,067,600 

Total, $41,853,800 

The increase iu valuation over 1802 
was $1,472,231. 

The rate of taxation was $14.80. 

ANNUAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

The appropriation for this year is 
$774 067.50; an iucrease over lust year of 
$36,755. 

Iu this year of business depression, 
rigid economy should prevail and all 
expenditures should be carefully scruti- 
nized so that the appropriations may not 
be exceeded. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The public schools of Newton are in 
their usual good condition. The appro- 
priation for this year is $138,250, au in- 
crease over last year of $5,250. 

NEWTON FREE LII1UAUY. 

The uumber of volumes iu the library 
is 39,110. an increase duriug the year of 
2200. The number issued duriug the 
year was 129,500. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

The receipt from water rates show a 
gratifying increase each year, ami we 
may reasonably expect that the depart- 
ment will be self-supporting, within a 

few years. 


HEWERS. 

The sewer ordinance enacted by the 
City Council Id 1892 created considerable 
dissatisfaction among real estato owners, 
who thought they were required by It to 
heir a disproportionate share of the cost 
of sewer construction. This feeling wss 
so strong that the city last year applied 
to the Geueral Court for authority to 
chango the ordinance. This authority 
was granted and the sower ordinance 
has been modified so as to be less 
burdensome to owners of real estate. 
So far as I know the present ordinance 
gives general satisfaction. Duriug the 
past yoar about eleven miles of sowers 
have been constructed, a total in three 
years of about forty-four miles. 1060 
bouso connections are in use. Our 
population is getting so dense in many 
parts of the city, that sewers are a 
necessary sanitary measure, Bnd their 
construction should be continued until 
all the laige villages have its bent fit. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year one new boBe 
wagon has been purchased and another 
hose company, No. 8, has been commis- 
sioned, for the protection of the Nonan- 
turn district. Provision has been made 
for two more hose wagons this year, to 
be substituted for two of the old reels. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 

The usual large amount of work has 
been satisfactorily performed during the 
last yoar. A new engine and stone- 
crusher have been purchased, and tbe 
department is now iu condition to carry 
on any work that may be necessary. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

Tbe contract for lighting the streets of 
the city will expire March 1st, next. 
The City Couucil last year took the first 
step towards acquiring the plant of the 
present Gas & Electric Company, and 
also authorized the Mayor to petition 
the General Court for authority to enable 
the city to establish a plant of its own. 

Tbe question is one of great import- 
ance to the city and demands, aod should 
receive, careful consideration before any 
decision in tbe matter is reached. 

PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

The condition of the buildings belong- 
ing to the city is about as usual. Ap 
propriations have been made for two new 
buildings this yoar; one of which is to 
be a brick school house in Newton High- 
lands, and the other a brick stable in 
Auburndale for the use of the highway 
department. 

POLICE. 

The immunity from crime which this 
city enjoys compares very favorably with 
that of other cities and towns. The 

J iresence of a large and efficient police 
orce has a tendency to repress the law- 
less element, and we should provide for 
an annual increase of our force. Six ad- 
ditional patrolmen were appointed last 
year and two more are provided for this 
year. The force will then consist of 
four ranking officers and thirty-seven 
patrolmen. In my opinion, the time is 
not far distant when it will be expedient 
to divide the city into two police dis- 
tricts with a ranking officer stationed on 
each side of the city. The sentiment of 
the people, as expressed in December, 
was again strongly in favor or no licenso 
and the best efforts of this department 
will be exerted to enforce tbe law. Dur- 
ing tbe past year nineteen persons were 
convicted for violating tho liquor law in 
this city, and three persons were acquit- 
ted. The feeling is growing in this com- 
munity, that the number of sixth class 
licenses annually granted to apothecaries 
in this city is too large; and ic is your 
duty to carefully consider this question 
before grunting any licenses this year. 

POOR. 

Tbe present year is notable, in that so 
many persons through >ut the country 
are in ueeiiy circumstances, through no 
fault of their own . The demand for aid 
from such in this city has increased 
somewhat but I think all who apply will 
be cared for wisely and well, without 
extra effort on the part of the city. 

PUBLIC PARKS. 

Four separate areas have been acquired 
during the past year for parks aud play 
grounds. Through the liberality aud 
public spirit of Messrs. Cobb, Bridges, 
Chaffin and Savage, about fourteen acres 
of land situated between Newtonville 
avenue and Cabot street in Waid 2 have 
been deeded to tbe city for a park, the 
ouly condition being that tho city should 
construct a street on the easteru side of 
the land. This street is now nearly fin- 
ished. Laundry Brook runs through 
this land, and the city thus acquires con- 
trol of it for quite a distance, which is 
an important consideration, aud in line 
with the recommendations ooutained in 
the report of the city engineer on the 
surface drainage of Newton. 

A needed playgrouud is here provided 
for childreu; aud this area, some parts of 
which are now a blemish, will be mide a 
spot of beauty. Under tbe authority of 
Chapter 206 of the Acts of tbe Legisla- 
ture of 1803, the city has purchased 
Boyd’s Poud, situite iu Ward 1 and in 
the towu of Watertown, and containing 
about six acres with mill privilege, at a 
cost of nine thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars. This poud was oond« tuned 
by tho board of health in 1802 asa source 
of malaria, dangerous to health, aud as 
a nuisance on account of offensive odors 
arisiug from Stagnant water and decay- 
ing vegetable matter. The water has 
been draiued off and the surf-ce sowed 
with grass seed, so that soon a beautiful 
play ground will cover tbe spot, so offen- 
sive to all. 

A tract of land bordering| on Charles 
River iu Auburudale of about twont)- 
two acres has been acquired for pleasure 
grounds, at a cost of six thousand nine 
nuodrtd and fifty dollars, one half of 
which was contributed through tho 
liberality of the citizens of Auburudale. 
Auother piece adjoining this has been 
seized under tbe authority of the ‘‘Park 
Act,” one ball of the cost of which will 
ulso be paid by tho oitizeus of Auburu- 
dale. Through the generosity of Mr. 
Charles W. Hubbard, a resident in the 
town of W os ton, a tract of laud of about 
forty-two acres on Charles River iu New- 
ton Lower Fills, owned by him, has 
been sold to tbe city for park purposes 
for one half of its assessed value or four 
thousaud seven buudred and fifty-two 
dollais. This laud is a high bluff over- 
looking the river and is covered iu part, 
by the finest growth of pine trees to be 
fouud around Newtou. 

To have acquired so large au urea for 
parks iu a year of business depression 
muy seem to many unwise aud extrava- 
gant. The expluuatiou is, the favorable 
conditions. The purchase of Boyd’s 
Poud was necessary to abato a nuisance. 
The land between Newtonville avenue 
and Cabot street was given with ouly a 
cheap stipulation attached. Private citi- 
zens offered to give one-half the money 
needed to buy the land iu Auburudale 
aud tbe luud in Newtou Lower Falls was 
ottered ou such liberal terms ami wus so 
well adupted to park purposes that the 
expediency of securing it at ouoe seemed 
urgout. A moderate sum of money 


spread ovor several years will put these 
parks into an attractive condition, with- 
out being a burden to tho tax -payers. 

Public control of the banks of tbe 
river is in accordance with the plan* of 
the Commonwealth, and the olty iu the 
future, should avail Itself of every oppor- 
tunity to obtain such control. 

BOULEVARDS. 

The Commission on Boulevard*, 
Messrs. Haskell. Converse and Lceson, 
appointed iu 1802. madt a preliminary 
report early 1 isr year, recummrndiog 
that a central boulevard be laid ou ; and 
later in the year, made a full and com- 
prehensive report covering tho needs of 
the city for the future. A boulevard 
through the centre of Newton from oast 
to west has been laid out substantially in 
accordance with their recommendations. 
Tho city intended to commence work on 
this bouhvard last October, hut legal 
objections were interposed by certain 
real estate owners, who were not pleased 
with the location. The objections have 
been presented to the full bench of the 
Superior Court. A* yet no decision has 
been rendered. It is generally believed 
that this boulevard will greatly enhance 
the value of land tbrougb which it 
passes, for taxable purposes, aud induce 
a desirable class of people to build 
houses and live in Newton. As soon as 
a favorable decision shall have been ren- 
dered by tbe Supreme Court I intend to 
urge its immediate construction, hoping 
thereby to give employment to city 
laborers during tbe winter. 

In 1802 tbe city laid out wlmt is known 
as Cheesecake Boulevard in Wards 2 and 
3. Land adjoining Cheesecake Brook 
was needed for sewer purposes and 
would have to be seized and paid for, un- 
less acquired for a street. The owners 
of tbe land were willing to deed to the 
city the quantity necessary for that pur- 
pose, without cost. The offer was ac- 
cepted and a street 120 feet wide was 
laid out with the brook running through 
the ceutre. This gives the city control 
of the brook which needed deepening 
and widening, and land for tbe sewer 
without cost beyond the building of the 
street or boulevard. The cost of this 
improvement will be about the same as 
the cost of the land for the sewer with- 
out the boulevard. A pleasant thought 
connected with this operation is, that it 
adds beauty as well as usefulness to a 
section of Newton that has bad few or 
no special improvements made in it 
heretofore, at public expense. 

Representing the city of Newton, I 
take this occasion to publicly extend the 
thanks of the city to Messrs. Haskell, 
Converse and Leeson for their efforts iD 
its behalf, which required so much of 
their time aud thought. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

This board has reorganized the past 
year, and efficiency may reasonably be 
expected. Our city has a good reputa 
tioo for bealtbfulnes8 now and it is im- 
portant to keep it so. If any nuisances 
exist that are dangerous to health, they 
should bo sought out an^ removed. 
Citizens will confer a favor by notifying 
the board of any place they may think 
uuhealthful on their own premises, or on 
the premises of their neighbors. 

One of the most important of the 
duties of this board is the control of 
contagious d Hesses, and should aoy such 
disease provail they will investigate; and 
any advice they may give should be fol- 
lowed. The disinfection of houses in 
wbioh contagious disease has existed 
should be submitted to for the general 
welfare as well as tho local good. 

I hope some practical way will be de- 
vised of preventing malaria, which is 
supposed to arise from Charles River 
whore it flows through Newton. 

NEWTON COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

The usefulness of this institution is 
growing rapidly. Tho number of persons 
cared for in tho Hospitil the past year is 
one hundred aud fifty nsnre than during 
the preceding year, Ttiis shows how 
largely tbe unfortunate estimate the ad- 
vantages of the Hospital, over the small- 
er accommodations of their own homes, 
in getting well from accidents aud 
disease. 

The building called the Nurse’s Home, 
given to tue Hospital by two of our citi- 
zens, is now about completed. Much 
praise is due to them for > heir generosity 
and to our cinzeiiB generally for their 
liberal contributions >n U mpital Sunday. 
Tho skilful aud gratuitous services of 
the physicians aud surgeous of Newton 
in attendance are also worthy of favor- 
able mention. 

I ask tbe city in its corporate capaoity 
to show a generous spirit towards tbe 
Hospital the oomitig year. 

MILITIA. 

Our military organiz itiou, the Cl iflin 
Guard, is iu its usual prosperous condi- 
tion, and is well worthy of the support 
of our citizens. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The Commission on separation of 
grade crossings made a verv interesting 
and exhaustive report to the City C iuu- 
cil last year. Iu accordance with theii 
recommeuwations it has been decided to 
elevate the tracks of tbe railroad through 
tho city, and, confidently expect that 
work will bo commenced early iu the 
spriug. It is the intention of the rail- 
road to push tho work as rapidly as 
possible. 


LEGISLATION. 

The city petitioned the General Couit 
for legislation on several important sub- 
jects last year and obtained all that it 
desired. I desire to express to tbe 
Seuator representing this district, and to 
the Representatives from this city, my 
sincere appreciation of their uniform 
courtesy, and their efforts in our behalf. 
Gentlemen of the City Council:—

to promote the welfare of the whole city.

MAYOR FENNO’S INAUGURAL. 


The inaugural address of Mayor Fenno 
is concise, but it is full of important in- 
formation in regard to the city’s 
finances, and the work done in the 
various departments. The gross city 
debt, exclusive of water aud sewer debt, 
is smaller than when Newton became a 
city, and Newton’s proud position in the 
financial world is pointed to with par- 
donable pride, as it was under the 
Mayor’s careful administration that the 
city passed through one of the worst 
years in our history. 

Mayor Fenno recommends a rigid 
economy in all expenditures, which is 
advice that the city council should heed, 
and it is the more pertinent at this time 
as the city couucil the past year did not 
always take the economical sido when 
new projects came up. There are ex- 
penditures that can wait without harm 
to the interests of any one concerned, 
and there are others such as the new 
boulevards where liberal expenditures 
are merely the wisest economy. 

The city has made good progress in 
the way of sewers and now has forty- 
four miles of them, eleven of which were 
constructed the past year. The public 
health demands such au improvement as 
this, and although many sparsely settled 
streets are sewered, yet provision is tnus 
made for the growth of the city, which 
keeps on with a steady movement in 
spite of any business depression. 

One subject of greit importance 
touched upon is the matter of street 
lighting, the present contract expiring 
the first of March. There have been 
many complaints the past year, some of 
which were well founded and some 
greatly exaggerated, but there is no 
quotlion that the lighting of the streets 
could he improved. Whether it would 
pay the city to own its own plant is a 
question that needscareful consideration, 
aftei finding out what are the most favor, 
able terms that can be made for auother 
year's contract. 

The new public parks and boulevards, 
which have been either provided or pro- 
jected the past year are alluded to at 
some length, aud the very favorable 
terras on which the city has acquired 
thave improvements are described in a 
'Coauuer to silence all questiou of the 
wisdom of undertaking them in such a 
time as the present. Work will be be- 
gun ou the Central Boulevard as hood as 
the court renders its decision ou the 
objections which have been raised by 
Mr. Dumaresq, and which alone have so 
far delayed the work. Therein no doubt 
but that the decision will be favorable, 
and Mayor Feuno hopes to be able to 
furnish work to those iu need of it dur- 
ing the winter. 

All will be interested in the paragraph 
relating to grade oroBsings, aud iu Mayor 
Fenuo’s statement that he expects work 
to begin early in the spring on the sepa- 
ration of the grades. It is one of the 
inoBt important questions before the city, 
and several city councils have decided 
that the only feasible way is to elevate 
the tracks. While some may object to 
this, yet most of the citizens will have 
confidence enough in the judgment of 
those who have studied the questiou, to 
feel that they have done aud will do the 
best thing possible for the city. Delay 
is more dangerous than anything else, 
aud any odo who has occasion to travel 
over the crossings frequently must con- 
fess that they are not only an almost un- 
bearable nuisance, but a constant source 
of danger and peril. 

The message also contains references 
to the important work doue by the Hos- 
pital, the reorganization of the board of 
health, which ought to be one of the 
most efficient of the uity depart incuts, 
and other subjects of interest, and (he 
whole message is so brief that every 
citizen should give it a careful reading. 

Thu people of Newton have good rea- 
son to rejoice over the condition of their 
sidewalks. The new ordinance iu Wards 
One aud .Seven was piomptly obeyed iu 
the last suow storm, aud au army of 
shovellers was abroad, so that by the 
time the storm ceased the walks were 
clear, aud it is now possible to waik ou 
the concrete without danger of falling ou 
the ice or wading through slush when a 
thaw sets iu. Thu work wus well doue 
aud it furnished employment to a large 
force of men. The couditiou of things 
as in marked coutrast to that of former 
winters, aud people from the other 
waids not affected by the ordinance, who 
are slipping about ou the ice aud snow, 
to the dauger of life and limb, are in- 


vited to come over to the civilized sec- 
tion of the city and see how it seems to 
Iiavo safe and clean sldowalks In winter. 
The expense to ouch abu’ttor is not largo 
enough to he seriously felt, and the trial 
of the new law works ro well thnt people 
wonder why it was not adopted loug 
ago. 

There are some people who aro never 
willing to give others the credit for a 
good action. Here is the Telephone 
company, whioh has been burying its 
wires in Newtou, just for the sake ef 
giving employment to men out of 
work, and the superintendent of wires 
of Cambridge comes along and says that 
their haste iu the matter is due to the 
prospect of legislation this winter, giv- 
ing cities the right to construct conduits 
and rent thorn, at a return of not less 
than 10 per cent, on the cost, and that 
the Telephone company wants to own 
their subways in order to koep hold of 
their profitable monopoly. His views 
will be found in another column, and 
will make interesting readiug for our 
board | of aldermen, which has al- 
ready grunted several pormits for sub- 
ways. 


Tub alarming report is made public 
that the gilded dome is in danger of tum- 
bling down on account of the dry rot in 
the supporting timbers. The gilded 
dome is one of the sacred instructions of 
Massachusetts, and a beacon to all the 
surrounding oountry. Just why it 
should be found in a shaky condition just 
when a Republican governor is about to 
take command of things assisted by a 
Republican legislature and council, is 
something that many good people cannot 
understand. Possibly it heralds the ap- 
plication for a few more millions for the 
state house extension, and the remodel- 
ling of the old building. 


T Alderma n Bothf eld has withdrawn 
from the syndicate which recently pur- 
c based 1 »nd on the site of the proposed 
boulevard, disposing of all interest in 
the property, on account of the dispute 
which has arisen over the route. He 
holds that a public official should be in a 
position to vote without prejudice on 
any and all questions that miy come up, 
as he stated at the board of aldermen 
Monday night. His action is a very com- 
mendable one, and shows what a high 
sense of duty he carries into his official 
acts. In other words he regards public 
office as a public trust, and lives up to 
his convictions. 


One would think that good times were 
beginning anew to see the steady flow of 
depositors at the Newton Savings Bank. 
Inquiry of the treasurer shows that there 
has been a net gain of $30,000 in deposits 
since Christmas and there are left five 
more working days yet before the quar- 
ter day, Jan. 10. Most of the depositors 
earn their owu money aDd the number of 
small deposits is uuusually large, indi- 
cating a hopeful state of affairs here- 
abouts. 


NEWTON POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


STATISTICS SHOWING THE WORK OF THE 
PAST YEAR. 


The police department have had a suc- 
cessful year aud the work of the force 
during the twelve months of 1803 as 
given iu detail below may serve to en- 
lighten some of our citizens who are al- 
ways ready to coudemn tho police de- 
partment and deplore ttieir inactivity. 

During the year just past 020 arrests 
have beeu made against a total for the 
preceding year of 1118. Females arrested 
43. The offenses were as follows: 
Drunkenness, 5:14, disturbance, 102. as- 
sault and battery 44, larceny 43, viola- 
tion railroad law, 21, other offenses 153. 

The arrests were divided as follows: 
At Station One.Newton, 98; Siation Two, 
Nonantum. 77; Statiou Three, West New- 
ton, 700; Station Four, Newton Centre, 
51. 

The work of the patrolmen is as fol- 
lows: Number of Cases investigated, 200; 
buildings reported constructed or iu 
process of construction, 224, buildiugs 
found open aud secured, 54; accidents 
reported, 81; alarms reported, 54: fires 
extinguished without au alarm. 24* stray 
teams found, 11; sick and injured per- 
sons assisted, 0. 

Property reported stolen amounted in 
value to $1150.10 and the amount re- 
covered by the department was $2101. 

The patrol wagou has made 582 runs, 
travelled 1750 miles and conveyed 500 
prisoners. 

Nineteen places have beeu raided in 
search of liquors aud 102 gallons have 
been confiscated. 

The number of lodgers shows a total 
of 1591 of which 970 have been put up 
during the past quarter. In 1892 there 
were 908. The nationality of these fel- 
lows was extremely varied. 'There were 

001 Irish. 172 English, 00 Scotch, 28 Can- 
adians. 19 Gormans, 7 Swedes, 2 Greeks, 

2 Italians, I P rie, 1 Dutch, aud the re- 
maining 090 were of American birth.

But be it remembered that, for obvious 
teasons.nll our worst and darkest is col- 
lected there. Ono might as well judge 
of public health by the painful cases 
described in a medical publication as 
of the vast mass of solid human happi- 
ness and innocent living joy by the dal- 
ly catalogue of theso really trivial ex- 
ceptions to it. As for sins — the most se- 
rious of which nre only such as are 
malicious — though the population in- 
crease, they scent stendily to diminish. 
We had 87.008 “habituals” in 1808; 
now the evil roll is only 52, 158. 

When tho populaiton of England was 
19,257.000 in 1809, there were 2,589 
persons undergoing penal servitude; 
now, with a population of 27,880,179, 
tho number is only 947. In 1878 the en- 
tire number of prisoners in our jails 
was 20,888; the entire number at the 
same date last year was 12,608, though 
the population had increased by 6,000,- 
000. Pauperism is also declining. In 
1870, 1.079,891 persons were in receipt 
of relief; in 1891, with an addition of 
more than 7,000,000 inhabitants, there 
were only 774,905. The npshot of theso 
figures — without pressing them too 
much — seems surely to be that the “cos- 
mic process" in our own little corner of 
the universe is not doing so badly. — Sir 
Edwin Arnold in Longman’s Magazine.

THEY HOLD IT1KIK KldST MKKT1NB AND 

ORGANIZE— TIIR MAYOR APPOINTS C«lM- 

MIITKKS FOB TIIK Y K AH. 

The school board of 1894 hold their 
first meeting last Wednesday evening. 

The mayor presided and Messrs. Bond, 
Ober snd Hale were absent. 

After roll call by the seer tary the 
reading of the records was dispensed 
with and a communication from the city 
council was submitted. 

It formally conveyed to the board the 
Information that Lawrence Bond, Mrs. A. 

E. Davis, A. E. M. Beck, Colon S.Ober.and 

F. H. Howes had been elected members 
of the school board and had signified 
their acceptance of the same. 

A CHAIRMAN. 

The first duty to come before the 
board was the selection of a chairman 
and Messrs. Drew aud Boyden were ap- 
pointed to collect and couut the ballots. 

The report of Mr. Drow showed a total 
of 12 ballots cast. Mr. J. Edward Hollis 
had 11 and Mr. C. A. Drew 1. 

Mr. Hollis was declared elected. 

He thanked the board for their expres- 
sion of confidence in re-electing him to 
the position of chairman and hoped the 
pleasant relitions ot the past would con- 
tinue through the present year. 

He called the attention of the board, 
briefly, to a matter which he believed 
should reoeive then support. This was 
the transfenng of the whole caie of 
schoolbouses from the city council to the 
school board. An effo't to get a bill 
through the legislature last year had 
failed of passage but he believed the 
matter should be further agitated. The 
school house committee of Newton, for 
instance, had no real authority regarding 
the buildings although they were held 
accountable to the board and to the city 
for proper ventilation and sanitary ar- 
rangements in the various houses and 
the general welfare of the children at 
tending school. And with these respon- 
sibilities they should have authority to 
construct, alter or improve buildings. He 
made no reflections on the public prop- 
erty committee; they had been extreme- 
ly courteous aud ready to do all that was 
asked but the school committee should 
have absolute control. 

The next business was the selection of 
a secretary,* Messrs. Smith and Beck col- 
lecting the votes. 

Mrs. Mary E. Sherwood was unnani- 
mously elected and Mr. C. W. Knapp 
was appointed a committee to notity her 
of her re-election.

FURTHER ROUTINE. 

The superintendent’ s report dealt with 
“reading material f >r use in the primary 
atd grammar grades.” After taking one 
back 2U years aud reviewing the progress 
of reading books and tbeir use us a 
study, it was fouud that wisdom iu the 
selection of readiug material was of great 
importance aud that text books should 
be supplemented by descriptive books. 

Tbe “literature of knowledge” had as- 
sembled to tbe “literature of spirit;” 
those books ikat are best for inspiring 
the scholar should be used instead of 
those for mere amusement and entertain- 
ment. In this line a recommendation 
was finally made, that tbe Riverside lit- 
erary series, the classics for children aud 
Spauldiug's Guide to tbe Study of Com 
mou Plants be investigated for use by 
tbe committee. 

Mrs. Davis presented an order which 
passed referring to the text book com- 
mittee the recommendations of the 
superintendent. 

Mr. Hollis introduced au order which 
passed authorizing the secretary to have 
priuted 350 copies of the school manual 
for 1894. 

Orders adopting the rules and regula- 
tions of the board of 1893, also that the 
seats occupied list ye»r be retained by 
members from the various wards, were 
passed. 

The may r informed the board that he 
had the pleasure Saturday of signing the 
contract f »r the construction of the new 
bri> k school house it Newton Highlands 
which would be the hiudsomest in the 
city aud oue of the handsomest houses 
in the subuibs of Boston. 

The board udjourued. 


Wages to be Reduced. 

A general reduction of wages at tbe 
Nouautum Worsted Company's mill 
went iuto effect Monday. Tbe average 
reduction in the spinning department is 
12 1-2 per ceut., in the shipping aud bail- 
ing department 20 per cent., and in the 
girls’ shipping department from 10 to 20 

{ id ceut. The other departments will 
>e reduced about 12 1-2 per ceut. 

The spinners have been e truing $5 aud 
$7 per week, the shippers $0 aud $9, and 
the gills in the shipping department $10 
aud $12. Tbe latter were few in number 
aud worked on piece work. The force 
uow employed at the mills numbers 
about 700.

PETER SMITH AND HIS TROUSERS. 


A STORY FOR INVESTORS ON AMKRtCAN 
It At I. ROAD METHODS. 


The London Economist talks severely 
of the conduct of Atchison railroad 
management, and thus refers to these 
frequent reorganization processes. 
“This process continues to the profit of 
officials with fat salaries and other pick- 
ings, and also a still greater gain to the 
gamblers in Wall street, who, it Is feared, 
work olosely to the officials. As for 
thoso who own the proporty — well, they 
tako a back seat. It is not to bo 
wondered at that investors on this side 
were disgusted with such chicanery.” 

Messrs. Cordley * Co., the Boston 
bankers, are reminded by tbe same cir- 
cumstances of an old Atchison investor 
and the experiences of his neighbor, Peter 
Smith. An old and worthy countryman 
came to towu one day in January, 1890 
(say Messrs. Cordley Co,) with a certi- 
ficate of Atchison railroad shares which 
he bought three years before at 98 3 4, 
on our recommendation, we are sorry to 
say, upon tbe persuasion of its represen- 
tatives that it was an assured 7 per cent 
stock. The gentleman saw it rise six 
months later to 119 7-8, and did not sell. 
Then he saw it gradually decline, and 
nevertheless clung to ir, against our 
advice, first to get out of it with a profit, 
and next to get out of it at all hazards. 
The occasion of his call was to make in- 
quiry about the proposed voting trust. 
"As I understand thocase,” he observed, 
“the voting of ibis stock is about all the 
value there is left to it for the present, 
and I am asked to give it away for noth- 
ing for several yeats. Why should 1, 
any more than to give away for uothing 
my hoots or anything else of value that I 
own?” Then after a pause be proceeden : 
“I Hee that Wabash and Missouri, K msas 
and Texas are being reorganized for the 
13th or 14tb time, and that Reading is iu a 
fair way to be reorganized over again for 
the 15th. All the reorganizers seem to 
be doing pretty well- -a good deal better 
than the stockholders. The stockholders 
remind me of my neighbor, Peter Smith, 
and the reorganizers remind me of 
Peter's wife aud her sister and the 
mother-in-law.” 

“My neighbor, Peter Smith, is a kind 
husbaud. aud to gratify his wife took her 
sister, Miss Jones, aud her mother, the 
Widow Jones, iuto the family. His 
domestic relations, sweet at first, became 
sour iu consequence. Coming home 
from tbe shop oue rainy evening in 
March, late and tired, Peter, when be 
drew off his boots, felt tbe bottom of his 
trousers legs clinging wet, to his stock- 
ings. and said mildly to bis wite, ‘ riu-se 
trousers are too long in the leg, my dear, 
and 1 will be very much obliged if you 
will cub them off and make a uew hem.'

Newton’s Telephone Facilities. 

The New England Telephone Company 
is engaged in the work of completely re- 
volutionizing its service in Newton. All 
the main lines in Newton proper are 
soon to be put underground, and ulti- 
mately all the poles in tbe city will be 
removed from the streets, and the wires 
will be placed in underground conduits. 

The wires on Centre street from the 
Watertown line to Sargent street, a dis- 
tance of over a mile, have already been 
placed underground, and tbe board of 
aldermen have been petitioned for 
permission to contiuue the work on 
Pearl, Franklin, Vernon, Washington. 
Watertown, Park, Peabody, Jefferson, 
Hall and Chestnut streets, aud on Green- 
ough and Hillside avenues. 

In connection with this work the New- 
ton office has just beeu completely re- 
fitted and changed into an “all-uigut 
office.” The new office i9 located in 
Brackett’s block and is i tted up with 
the most improved modern apparatus 
and iu the most thorough manner. 

The board is of the Westou Electric 
Company’s manufacture, and is equipped 
for 240 Hues, representing about 700 sub- 
scribers. An improvement iu the grouud 
lines is obtained by the introduction of 
“repeating coils.” 

The office is provided with a public 
long distance booth, sound proof, and 
constructed of polished oak. 

The lines enter the office through 
underground couduits, and are distrib- 
uted in three cables at preseut, with 
facilities for several more, when the 
growth of the office requires.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

The January Atlantic Monthly is par- 
ticularly strong in fiction. Mrs. Deland’s 
new novel, “Phillip and his Wife,” opens 
with the greatest promise of interest.

CONDUITS FOR WIRES. 


SHOULD THE MUNICIPALITY' OWN AND 
LEASE THEM. 


Grand Opera House. — Comedian 
Dan McCarthy will cotne to the Boston 
Grand Opera House next Monday even- 
ing and will present for the first iime in 
that city his latest success, “The Ram- 
bler from Claro.” This is a comedy 
drama, with an interesting plot, pictur- 
esque aud historical scenes and a vein of 
bright and original comedy which 1 a 
greatly entertained audiences in every 
oity where the play lias been presented. 
It is claimed that there is not a dull 
moment in the play, that from the rise 
of the curtain uutil its fall everything 
moves along with au action which keeps 
up interest and holds the attention o; 

“The Ramb From 
Clare” is essentially an Irish ma, aud 
as such allows of liberal set mo display 
which has been improved by tbe artists 
who have constructed the scenes. Now 
scenes, new dances aud uew music will 
be introduced into the play and with an 
able company to assist the comedian.

Over in Cambridge they are agitating 
the question of the municipal ownership 
of underground conduits for wires, and 
the matter has been passed upon by the 
Cambridge aldermen. 

According to Supt. Charles H. Morse 
of the wire department of Cambridge, 
tho telephone company has started to 
put its wires into conduits of its own in 
four cities of the state— Newton, Salem, 
Worcester aud Holyoke— since the order 
was passed by the Cambii ige aldermen. 

The order in question follows: 

That the mayor be requested to peti- 
tion the next General Court for such 
legislation as will enable cities and towns 
in this commonwealth to construct and 
maintain condui’s and manholes in their 
respective streets. And that the various 
companies now maintaining overhead 
wires bo required to place their wires and 
cables in the conduits of the city. And 
that said companies shall pay to the city 
or town constructing said conduits such 
rental as will insure 'lie return of not 
less than 10 per cent, upon tbe money in- 
vested in such conduits. 

The idea of tho supporteis of the 
order is partly to lust n the pliciugof 
the wires underground, which were tbe 
city to build the conduits, would be done 
much more quickly than if each corn- 
pauy usifig wires was to build its own 
conduit. Another argument is the sav- 
ing to the streets, which would only have 
to he dug up ouce, ins ead ot several 
times, as would occur if each company 
built its own ooudu ts. 

Supt. Morse has beeu one of the most 
anient supporteis of the plan, and, in 
reference to conduits being placed in the 
streets of other cities at the present time, 
particularly alter the Cambridge order 
had been passed, said to a Herald report- 
er: 

“As a matter of fact, you oau readily 
ascertain that the underground construe 
tiou in Newton is not conditional upon 
t lie removal of the existing poles, aud, 
from our experience in Cambridge, I feel 
justified in saying that the poles will uot 
be removed from the streets when the 
conduits are placed. Newton has had its 
streets torn to pieces by the construction 
of a sewer during the past three years, 
and is now willing to allow the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany to do its work, aud I venture to 
say, that withiu live years the electric 
light company will bo given similar 
privileges. Theu will come tbe railway 
feed wires, and where is the spaco for 
any uew enterprise iu this direction? 

“Oue set of subways may lie built 
which will carry all wires, and there 
need he no more trouble from induction 
than now exists. 

“From tho day of the introduction of 
an order by the hoard of aldermen ask- 
ing the mayor of Cambridge to petitiou 
for legislation, uskiug for the right for 
oitics and towns to construct conduits 
and rent them, the telenhoue company 
has rushed business in the way of under- 
ground construction iu Newton, Salem, 
Worcester and Holyoke. This, I admit, 
lias given work to a large number of 
men; but these men were iu need before 
C inbridge asked for legislation, and the 
couipuuy did not, as 1 understand it, 
recoguize the fact until they saw that, to 
get a foothold in Newton before • the 
Legislature met, they must begin work 
al once eveu iu the frozen streets. 

“By the issuuuce of the Berliner 
patent we shall have no competition 
worthy of the name for 15 years. In 
that time the telephone companies will 
have a subway in every street of couse- 
quonoe in the state, and no competition 
cun be hud without more suhwuys, which 
means the desti action of thousands of 
dollurs worth of road surface.”

Mrs. Alvah Hovey, the president, pre- 
sided, and the exercises opened with 
prayer by Rev. John Matteson of Au- 
burndale. 

The report of the directors was sub- 
mitted by the secretary , Mrs. Heckman. 

It showed the valuable aid rendered the 
association in its work daring the year 
by contributions from various societies, 
organizitions and other sources, of table 
linen, ward supplies, fruits, flowers, etc. 
All the patients were remembered on 
Christmas day. The thanks of the di- 
rectors wan extended to all who so kind- 
ly aided them and also to the Newton 
Graphic and Newton Journal for their 
voluntary contributions during the year. 
TRE USURER'S REPORT. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. Red- 

E atb, showed a balance on band at the 
eginDing of the fiscal year, of 1423.93, 
receipts from various sources, $946.52, 
total $1370.46. The expenditures for the 
year amounted to $629.47, leaving a 
balance on deposit of $740.98. 

An interesting statement of the re- 
ceipts since the organization of the as- 
sociation was given as follows: Yearend- 
ing 1886, $229; iu 1887, $1118; in 1888, 
$773.75; in 1889, $940.40; in 1890, $903.25; 
in 1891. $951.28; in 1S92, $924.25; in 1893, 
$946 52; total, $6786.45. Special gifts re- 
ceived in 1885- 6, $2344.04, in 1892, $254, 
making a grand rotal of receipts for the 
eight years of $9385.09. 

The directors recommended that the 
Palmer memorial fund consisting at 
present of $564 be paid to the treasurer 
of the hospital to aid in furnishing the 
new nurses borne, and their recom- 
mendation was endorsed by vote of the 
meeting. 

Mrs. Hovey saiu that the money would 
be used in the furnishing of some room 
in the new building to which would be 
given the nime,tbus perpetuating the 
memory of the former matron. 

A nominating committee consisting of 
Mrs. E. A. Whiston, Mrs. Davis and Mrs. 
Anders was selected and retired to pre- 
pare a list of uew officers. 

By vote of the meeting the treasurer 
was authorized to pay a proportional 
part of the expense of the annual report. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn was called on for a few 
woids relative to the hospital aud its 
work. He spoke of the moderate ex- 
pectatisns of the founders of the institu- 
tion and how it bad grown in these few 
years, the prejudices that had to be over- 
come and the wonderful success 
achieved. 

The wonderful advance of surgery was 
illustrated and oue of the important 
needs now was a new surgical ward, the 
present ward becoming too antiquated 
for the best modern work. And then 
the importance of the work about to be 
undertaken hy the hospital, through the 
generosity of Mr. L. G. Pratt aud cbe 
fate E. W. Converse, who hid donated 
the nurses home. A frainiQg school for 
nurses where from 12 to 15 could annual- 
ly be prep ired to go forth with a noble 
occupation, that of caring for tbo sick. 

Rev. J. C. Jaynes t xteuded a cordial 
welcome to the association He loved to 
think of the tender side of woman’s 
nature, which had been deepening and 
broadening until the whole world had 
been made better and sweeter. The 
mother nature and its sssociation with 
the highest ideals, as illustrated by the 
litDe girl, who wanted to be like God, if 
He was like her mother; seeing her ideal 
through the mother heart. 

Reference was .made to a “hospital;” 
its first inaugurator was a Romm wo- 
man. The importance of the word “rid” 
iu the corporate name was dwelt upon. 

Compulsion had given place in all 
walks of life to persuasion, and last 
“associatiou.” AU the best movements 
of history have beeu gained by associa- 
tion. Jesus ueeded and sought the cou- 
solation ot his disciples before the 
crucifixion.

DKATII OF 05E OF THE PROM INERT CITI- 
ZENS OF NEWTON. 


Mr. Edmund Winchester Converse died 
at his residence on Centre street, last 
Saturday morning, after an illness of 
only 48 hours. Death was due to 
neuralgia of the heart. 

Edmund Winchester Converse was born 
in Weathersfleld, Windsor county, Ver- 
mont, June 12, 1825. He was the son of 
Rev. James and Charlotte (White) Con- 
verse. 

His early education was obtained in 
the public schools of his native town, 
and in the Meriden, (.V. H. ) Academy. 

When 17 years of age he entered the 
store of Ammidown & Converse as clerk, 
and subsequently bocame a partner in 
the following: Blanchard, Converse A 
Co.. Converse, Harding A Co., Harding, 
Converse, Gray A Co., and Converse, 
Taylor A Co., all of which weie dry 
goods importing and jobbing houses of 
Boston. 

At the time of his death he was in the 
Same business in the house of Converse, 
atanton A Cullen, Boston and New York. 

Mr. Converse was married in Boston, 
May 11, 1854, to Charlotte Augusta (Shep- 
herd) Albree, daughter of George and 
Charlotte (Saunders) Shepherd. Of this 
union were seven children, Edmund 
Winchester, Jr., Ellen M., Charlotte, 
Margaret, Charles Henry, Junes and 
Frederick Shepherd Converse. 

Mr. Converse was a director iu the fol- 
lowing corporations ;.Etna mills, National 
City Bank. Boston and Pueblo Smelting A 
Henning Company. He was president of 
the National Tube Works Company, 
McKeesport, Pa. ; Conanicnt mills, Fall 
River; trustee of the Newton Cottage 
Hospital; member of the Newton boule- 
vard commission, and member of the 
state drainage and sewerage commission. 

In Newton, where he had resided for a 
great number of years, he was a promi- 
nent figure. He was at one time chair- 
man of the Newton school board, and was 
one of the trustees of the Newton 
Free Library. 

Possessing ample means, be found op- 
portunity, in a quite way, to give liberal- 
ly toward worthy charities. With Mr. 
Lucius G. Pratt, another Newton citizen, 
he furnished recently the necessary sum 
to build a training school for nurses in 
connection with the Newton Cottage 
Hospital. 

TIIK FUNERAL. 

The funeral services were held on 
Monday afternoon, and there was a very 
large attendance of Newton people, and 
of Boston business men, with whom Mr. 
Converse bad been associated. The ser- 
vices were very simple, and consisted of

Advertiser of Tuesday, from a friend of 
the deceased, whose initials will be 
readily recognized in Newton: 

Yesterday the mortal remains of Ed- 
mund W. Converse were taken from his 
beautiful home on Centre street, Newton, 
to their last earthly resting place at the 
Newton cemetery. The sudden termina- 
tion of the life of Mr. Converse leaves a 
void not only in his family aud social 
circle but also in the entire community. 
His quiet, unostentatious mode of living 
was of his own choice. His neighbors 
and others well acquainted with the 
•-Sterling characteristics which have en- 
d cruet! him to all, would gladly have im- 
posed upon him duties aud responsibilb 
ties/O 1 a public nature. While shrink- 
ing from whatever savored of publicity. 
Mr. Converse his willingly borne with 
Advantage to the community such share 
of public trust as was not incompatible 
with his retiring tastes For soveial 
years he served with diligence on the 
school board of Newton, aud was an in- 
valuable member of the metropolitan 
drainage commission, aud more recently 
of the Newton boulevard commission 
His coadjutors testify to the soundness 
ofijudiSment, unfailing courtesy, prompt- 
\D7,s8 aud cheerfulness which endeared 
him in an uncommon degree to his asso- 
ciates. 

Mr. Converse was one of the incorpora- 
tors of the Newton Cottage Hospital, 
continuously oil the hoard of trustees, 
serving parr of the time as president of 
the corporation. His interest was prac- 
tical, generous and cordial. He seldom 
visited the hospital wi'bout carrying a 
box of the choicest flowers from his well- 
kept greenhouses to cheer the uurses and 
'patients. He anti Mr. L. G Pr»tt, a co* 
itrustee.bave just completed the erection, 
.at a cost exceeding $20,000. of a commo- 
dious and substantial home for the 
hosDital No better exemplification can 
be conceived than that supplied by this 
busy life of practical philanthropy, of 
the spirit of Goethe’s lines: — 

Life’s no resting, but a moving; 

Let tby life be deed on deed. 

Active as he was to the last, but iu 
action how just,, patient and thoughtful 
of others. 1 1 its inner life at home was a 
perpetual benediction ;and whether read- 
ing his favorite authors, observing the 
many phases of nature’s unfolding in his 
ample grounds, or in the lighter relaxa- 
tion of his little grand children's so- ioty, 
be was ever the wise, happy and gracious 
embodiment of hat “high thinking and 
plain living,” the key to refinement aud 
content. 

The charm of such a life as Mr. Con- 
verse lived, was in its quiet simplicity, 
genuine sincerity and constant undertone 
of cheerfulness Of inflexible principle, 
bis chief aim was to he right. To his 
friends he was always the same, large- 
hearted, of noble purpose, generous iu 
disposition, gracious and refined; he 
exalted the name of merchant, aud was 
a broad aud useful citizen whose place 
none can fill. The los* to this communi- 
ty is heavy, for though taking no con- 
spicuous part in public affairs, the influ- 
ence of his character was far reaebiug. 
Whenever he delivered an opiuion, it 
carried conviction; lie was wont to think 
before he spoke, remembering doubtless, 
the injunction of Dionysius: “Let tby 
speech be better than silence, or he 
silent.” 

Such a well-directed life is a priceless 
heritage to auy community, its influence 
perennial: Requiescat in pace. J. R L. 
Newton, Jan. 1), 1894.

Reading Aloud. 

To tbe Editor of the Graphic: 

Please allow me to auswer more fully a 
question which came up at the Educa- 
tional Club recently. How can one 
overcome a pain iu the throat while 
reading aloud? The cause is contraction 
of the throat muscles and the relief lies 
in the ability to coutrol tbe cause. 

The contraction has two forms. First 
when it occurs ou every vowel aud may 
or may uot be carried so far as to cause 
hesitation of speech. Being out of 
nature it becomes in time tension, aud 
may cause certaiu forms of throat 
disease. If the speech is stopped it 
dives rise to the emotiou of fear, which 
is a serious complication. This form of 
contraction to be overcome requires a 
process of training, which must be put 
in practice in order to he understood, 
aud which cannot he explained iu a few 
woids. 

Another and more simple form of con- 
traction of the throat muscles is alto- 
gether the outcome of an emotioual 
temperament. The novelist refers to it 
as "voice choked with emotiou.” 

As soon as the feelings are wrought 
upon there commences a general rolling, 
pushing, crowding up of all the muscles 
tow. mis and into the throat, aud the 
pressure causes pain. If the emotion is 
great tbe voice of the subject is very un- 
steady, and he may he wholly unable to 
speak. These conditions will cause pain 
in the throat often when the person is 
reading sileully. 

It is difficult, for a strongly emotional 
nature to overcome all teudency to these 
conditions, hut they can he brought 
under coutrol. IGise the arm deter- 
minedly as if to strike a blow, then let it 
fail passively, in just that way the 
muscles which affect the voice cau he 
dropped and he made passive if oue will 
watch the euio ion aud counteract the 
beginnings. If the conditions have heeu 
indulged for a long time, perseverance 
nny he necessary, hut they will yield in 
time. Ofteu the two kiuds of contrac- 
tion are found iu the sume individual. 

With the throat contraction the articu- 
lations are closely connected aud it is the 
serious cases of chorea, which have conic 
to my attention, evidently caused by 
using them in an exaggerated form, 
which have brought me to the question. 
Is it well for anyone to do in auy degree 
what earned forward is so destructive to 
so many? K. J. E. Thorpe.

“A sad and solemn warning” against 
the Wilson Bill, ought he not to tell the 
whole story? This he does not do. * 

1. He does not tell you that the inten- 
tion of the Wilson bill is that with free 
wool it shall be more favourable to his in- 
dustry than that under whioh the 
country was so highly prospered from 
1883 to Oct. 1800. 

2. He does not say that ho and other 
manufacturers in his line bavo bud 
several exceptionally good years, making 
upon their own showing in Rbverul in- 
stances phenomenal "net profits” of 25 
to 40 per ceut of their incorporated 
capital annually. 

3. He does not say to you that since his 
inoorporntion in 1880 with a capital of 
$500,000 the net profits of his Company 
have been more than $900,000 over and 
above dividends paid. 

4. He does not state wli it is true, that 
his fame as a manufacturer is more or 
less due to bis studied degradation of 
his “American labor” to wages scarcely 
if auy better than the boasted pauper 
wages of Europe by the introduction of 
French Canadian and Armenian help, 
against which there is no protection. 

5. Mr. Hall pleads fora continued abil- 
ity to pay increased wages in the future; 
but he does not say why bis disposition 
has not kept pace with his ability in tho 

E ist, the whole truth beiug that he buys 
is labor as he buys his supplies, as 
cheaply as he can and his ability has 
nothing to do with the case. He has 
noc increased his wages under tho Mc- 
Kinley bill. 

0. He does not give you the language 
of tho Massachusetts statutes exactly ap- 
plicable to his case, had tho object been 
coercion of voters instead of coercion of 
petitioners. This language in full is as 
follows: Section 337 Acts of 1893. 

“Whoever by throateuiDg to discharge a 
pers'on from his employment, or 
threatening to reduce the wages of a 
person, or by promising to give employ- 
ment at higher wag- s to a person, at- 
tempts to influence a qualified voter to 
give or withhold his vote at au election 
>hall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$300.00 or by imprisonment in jail not 
exceeding one year, or by both said lino 
and imprisonment.” The Springfield 
Republican of Dec. 0th commeuts as fol- 
lows upon the solemn and sad warning. 
“There is rarely to he found in the world 
an absolutism more penetrating and 
powerful than this petty despotism over 
political thought and action under which 
Mr. Hall would have us believe the 
people of Newton live. If our factory 
system is thus on the. way to selting up 
in this country the feudal state of 
ined'suval times we canDot begin too 
soon to give ear to the te'chiugsof those 
who would overthrow He existing in- 
dustrial order. The uuwisdora of such 
talk as tho above will not escipe popular 
attention.” 

7. He could not tell you what has since 
transpired, that the Company has dis- 
charged help (some of them having largo 
families) for the reasou that they chose 
to starve rather than sign because they 
thought they wore right, nor the fact 
that others signed because their necessi- 
ties were stronger than their courage. 
In addition to the labor of a in id’s hands 
must Mr. George F. Hall for a stipend of 
six to twelve dollars a week have the 
soul of a free tnau under his heel? The 
American Protective Tariff League tells 
us of the Wilson hill that it “means com- 
petition in flesh and blood, aud competi- 
tion in flesh aud blood means slavery;” 
so theu, having the personal service, and 
the soul, and the blood what will Mr. 
Hall have next? 

The sa l and solemn warning circular 
takes the case so far out of politics into 
morals, that nothing short of alleged de- 
pendence could marshal eveu tbe pro- 
tpetionist community of Newton to Mr. 
Hall’s support. 

Mr. Hall oaunot complain at what may 
seem like a search light into the private 
affairs of his corporation, when he tempts 
the law by invading the sanctity of rights 
that are just as inalieuahle to employer 
as they are to employed, and challenges 
every sense of chivalry in defence of 
those afraid to defend themselves.

NEWTON BOULEVARD CASE. 


I1KAHINO OIVRN TUKBDAY BY THK 
BUPHRMR COURT. 


The petition of Eben D. Jordan and 
Eben D. Jordan, Jr., for a writ of 
oettiorarl to quash the proceedings of 
the oity oouneil of Newton in laying out 
a boulevard was Riven a hearing Tues- 
day morning by the full bench of the 
supreme court. 

It appeared from the records of the 
case that tho boulevard was laid out at 
the instance of certain lamiowueis, who 
formed the “Newton Boulevard Syndi- 
cate,” and that the requisite order was 
passed by the city council in August, 
-1898. In tho centre of the way is a re- 
served spaco, part of which is intended 
to be used for tho double tracks of an 
eleotric street railway. This reservation 
constitutes the main hinge of the litiga- 
tion. 

The petitioners conteud that the city 
council has not the power, without 
speoial authority of the Legifiature, to 
lay out a way from which the travelling 
public is exoluded, and which is devoted 
to the use of a private corporation 
They hold that it is perfectly clear that 
if the proceedings of the city council are 
sustained the rosult will be that a street 
railway corporation will receive a reser- 
vation built for its exclusive use at the 
publio expenso, and that neighboring 
estates will be charged betterments for 
the so-called improvements. 

It is furthermore held that if it is 
within the power of a city or town to 
create at the expense of the taxpayers in 
the public highways a reserved location 
for elect rio railways, the result maybe 
that the existing sjstem of steam rail- 
ways will bo “paralleled” through its 
entire length by another system of rail- 
ways constructed at less expense to the 
owners, relieved from the obligation to 
provide stations and other like accom- 
modations, not subject to other obliga- 
tions imposed on steam railroads, and 
therefore able to carry passeug rs at leas 
rates than the railroad corporations must 
charge. 

If this is done, the petitioners argue, 
every intersection of a street will become 
a grade crossiug over which at ii r* gular 
intervals heavy cars or even trains of 
cars are propelled at high rates of speed; 
so that while on one hand tho state is 
compelling the steam railway to abolish 
grade crossings, and is imposing upon it 
a heavy burden of expense, the various 
cities and towns may establish an entire- 
ly new system of grade crossings, more 
frequent, more difficult to guard and 
more daugerous, 

The petitioners were represented at 
the hearing by Mooi field Story and R. M. 
Salstonstall. 

John Lowell and Winfield S. Slccum 
appeared for the city of Newton. They 
argued that the power of the city coun- 
cil to do the act in question is found in 
the character of tho oity. Such a rail 
way as was propoatd is encouraged by 
the statutes, aud is inteuded for the use 
of a public which, in a place like Newton, 
is many times larger than the public who 
travel in their own carriages, or even on 
bicycles. A use like that contemplated 
is of a public character, and the location 
and motive power may be prescribed by 
the city council. 

The court took the caso under con- 
sideration. 

Associated Charities. 

Tho Associated Charities has to thank 
several benevolent individuals for un- 
solicited contributions this winter, while 
other donations have been received that 
are the results of collections. The 
organization cannot exist and carry on its 
many departments of work without 
money, and those persons who realize 
the real helpfuluess of its work, and are 
willing to contribute to its support, are 
asked to seud contributions directly to 
the Treasurer, Mr. Warreu P. Pyler, 48 
Sargent street, Newton. 

The Associated Charities is not a re 
lief society, although, uutil its province 
is more clearly understood in the city, it 
often has to do the work of one. The 
most far-reaching pure reliof society in 
th*e city is probably the Ladies’ Home 
Circle, aud if th it, aud the societies 
with relief departments, aud the 
churches all united in makiug the As- 
sociated Charities a cential bureau ot 
information as it is designed to be, the 
charitable work of the city would bo 
done in a thorough, sciei title and satis- 
factory manner. The city almoner has 
from the first recognized the benefit to 
be derived from co-opeiation with the 
Associated Charities, while many of the 
churches, aud to some extent the police 
are coming more aud more to do so. 
The city almoner has said in a receut 
report that it it wore not for intemper- 
ance the entire charitable work of the 
city could be entrusted to the Associated 
Charities. There is poverty in the city 
that is not the result of intemperance, 
but it is the poverty and misery of which 
intemperance is the cause, that con- 
fronts us with the most terrible prob- 
lems. Tho ohildren! what oau be done 
with the children, not merely to feed aud 
clothe them, but to save them from 
living over the lives of their fathers and 
mothers? that is a question that is lying 
heavy on many hearts in Newton today. 

The secretary of the Associated Chari- 
ties has been asked to give instanoi s in 
the publio press from week to week of 
speoial cases of the work coming under 
her observation, aud so far as this can be 
done without betrayal of confidence, an 
effort will bo inude to comply with this 
request. 

The Fettee Machine Works. 

The Boston Advertiser says: The 
story of the discharge of employes from 
the Pettee Machine Works, saying that 
200 employees have beeu discharged on 
political reasons, bus made much talk. 
There have not beeu 200 men discharged 
for a year, aud very few of the men have 
beeu dropped within the pud fe« weeks. 
Thu company employs about 400 men, 
aud probably not over 80 have beeu 
changed in a year. 

The officers of the compauy say that in 
every instance economy has been the 
only reason for the chunges. There huve 
beeu a number of Republicans discharged 
from the works, aud the places of dis 
charged laborers of both parties have 
been filled with foreigners, most of whom 
are Democrats. 

On the other haud it is said that as 
large part of the corporation stock is 
held iu England, the officials have been 
ordeied by the English stockholders to 
reduce expenses wherever possible, aud 
the discharge of old employes is ecouom 
iosl aud uot political. 


The C’ltjr Engineer. 

[New York Engineering Record.] 

We print in another oolumn a sugges- 
tive paper by Albert F. Noyes, M. Am. 
Soo. C. E , and lately City Engineer of 
Newton, Mass., read before the Boston 
Society of Oivil Engineers, upon the 
subjeot of tho organization of a city 
engineer’s office. As Mr. Noyes polnls 
out, the rapid growth and development 
of our American communities is opening 
up a field for engineers having special 
training and a wide range of experience. 
The unfortunate feature, In Bomo olties, 
has been the uncertain tenuro of office 
due to political Interference. His synop- 
sis of the organization in force in St. 
Louis, Mo., and Providence, R. I., as ap- 
plicable to cities of the two larger class- 
es, is full of interest, and his suggestion 
conoernmg the control of engineering 
work in smaller communities, and par- 
ticularly the preservation of engineering 
records of public work, would, if adopt- 
ed, result in a much more rational ad- 
ministration of such work than that 
which he pictures in bis paper as the 
outcome of a lack of system, which is 
only too common in the smaller cities 
an I towns. 

Mr. Noyes’ remarks with regard to tho 
calling in consultation of engineers of 
large experience in special classes of 
work are exceedingly well put, and aro 
worthy of consideration by all who h ivo 
to do with tho direction of municipal 
work. Now that the city engineer’s 
constantly broadening scope of aotivity 
is likely to include questions ol street 
railway franchises or motive power, 
waterworks construction, gas, electric 
lightiug, pipe and wire conduits, and 
various other quasi-public services, it 
stands to reason that ho cannot be ex- 
pected to be authoritatively informed re- 
garding the development in all of these 
special fields, But lackiug this informa- 
tion himself, he knows wbero to apply to 
got it, he is eorupeteut to analyze the ad- 
vice given and to determine what can bo 
accepted and how it can bo applied to 
tbe particular problem in baud, and in 
this respect be is a thousand-fold better 
equipped than tbe layman, even though 
a common councilman Mr. Noyes’ 
views in regard to these points should be 
impressed upon city engineers who dis- 
like to request consultation lest their 
clients might regard it as a confession of 
ignorance. The occasion may arise, it is 
true, where the expenditure of a few 
dollars in secui iug the advice of a com- 
petent consulting engineer would lend to 
a saving of thousands of dollars in the 
cost of the completed work. Mr. Noyes’ 
observation with this practice, however, 
is that while in many cases it has made 
no chango in the designs or in the plans as 
first drawn, tbe advice obtained has iven 
the engineer greater confidence iu the suc- 
cessful execution of the proposed wprk 
and has assisted in obtaining favorable ac- 
tion from the body making the appropri- 
ations. His experience has been that the 
request of an engineer for consultation 
has not lowered him iu tho estimation of 
his clients, but has rather insured a feel- 
ing that plaus would not be presented 
unless they were known to be right. Mr. 
Noyes continue-*: “I am pleased to see 
that other municipal engineers have been 
quick to perceive the advantage derived 
by retaining the services of the consult- 
ing municipal engineer, thereby obtain- 
ing more perfect results for tbe munici- 
pality and increasing the confidence of 
tbe community in their good judgment.” 


The Nonantum Worsted Company. I 

Tho following appeared in the Water- | 
town Enterprise last week and is repub- 
lished at the n quest of a friend of the 
company : 

Jan. fi, 1894. 

I see in today’s Post what seems to me 
an unwarranted attack on the Nonantmn 
Worsted Co. respecting the treatment ot 
thetr help. They are charged with 
tyranny in their method of running their 
mills. Let us try to find out where the 
tyranny comes in. They ran their mills 
all through the dull times when the ma- 
jority of woolen mills, all over the 
country were either shut down or run- 
ning short time; was that tyranu>? 
Until two weeks ago no wages were re 
duoed, although the employees have 
been expectiug it for months back, when 
they beard of wages being reduced iu 
many other places. Until lately they 
run part of their works till 10 p. m., aud 
pay the help who worktd tivo nights a 
week four hours each uight and soven 
hours on Saturday, making 27 hours for 
a week’s wotk, tbe same pay as they 
would have got for 58 hours per week 
for day work. There does not seem to 
bo much tyranny in that and about tho 
starvation wages, they pay as much as 
any other mill in their line of business. 

One weaver told me she could earn 
about $2 a day. Ir a weaver can earn $7 
a week it is as much as is sveraged iu 
similar mills elsewhere. Not much 
starvation in that, as times are. He also 
states that the company are makii g 
larger prufits. Well, they must bo very 
fortunate when other people in miny 
places could not run at all for months 
>ast, they may bo making largo profits, 
jut I have grave doubts about if. Per- 
haps a little advice trom Popo would bo 
useful to tbe writer of that article in the 
PoBt, if properly applied. “Be silent al- 
ways when you doubt your senses and 
speak, though sure, with seeming diffi- 
dence” about bis statement that one man 
bad been discharged because be was a 
Democrat. 

O “Rats,” the mill is swarming with 
Democrats. It would be au easy thing 
to put an end to Democracy if there were 
only one in every 700 employees. No 
man wbo bad the workingman’s interest 
at heart would publish such nonsenso 
and stir up strife between employers and 
employed at a time like this. Perhaps it 
iB because misery likes company, and it 
butts them to see the working classes s<> 
much better off here in Newton all 
through the hard times than in other 
places. If the writer of the abusive arti- 
cle has seen anything of the condition of 
things in the Nonaotum Co’s mill all 
through the bard times, be muBt have a 
perception so dense that never light e’er 
stole half through the solid darkness of 
his soul. I believe no oue will be more 
more surprised to hear of the tyranny 
perpetrated on the help than the help 
will be themselves. I am not a good 
Democrat but a Clevelandite.

THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The history of the attempt to abolish 
grade crossings in Newton sh^ws a long 
list of failures, and it raises a doubt 
whether the grades will ever be separ- 
ated. About two years ago there seemed 
a prospeat that work would begin at 
once. The board of aldermen with 
Mayor Hibbard had visited a large num- 
ber of citios, examined both elevated 
and depressed tracks, and had come to 
the conclusion that olevating the tracks 
was not only the most practical plan, 
bnt would be best for the interests of 
the city. The railroad officials were 
willing to come to terms and an agree- 
ment was reached whereby the work 
would have been begun in a fow months. 

But immediately a scheme was 
broached for the removal of the tracks 
to a point nearer the Charles River, 
several hearings were asked for and 
granted, there followed several months 
of delays, the whole matter was un- 
settled, and the city government that 
had looked into the matter so thorough- 
ly went out of office. 

The next board did not take much 
interest in the matter for several months, 
until it was announced that several 
towns up the road had reached an agree- 
ment with the Boston & Albauy officials, 
and unless Newton did something at 
once it would have to wait several years. 
This caused the City Council to take 
action, and they voted to favor depressing 
the tracks, but when they came to look 
into the matter and see the difficulties in 
the way; such as numerous ledges to be 
blasted aud the impossibility of running 
trains duriDg such work; also that if the 
tracks were depressed the railroad would 
have to go to great expense in the way 
of buying more land through the busi- 
now portions of Newton, Newtonville 
aud West Newton, iu order to got room 
for the depressed tracks, which would 
.necessitate the whole or partial destruc 
titro of many buildiags; that every cross- 
ing instead of beiug on a level would be 
more or less of a hill for pedestrians and 
teams to climb, and all the other objec- 
tions which the former city government 
had found to the plan, they changed 
about avnd voted to favor the elevated 
and they were iu a fair way of com- 
ing to an agreement with the railroad 
authorities, so that work could be be- 
gun this spring. 

But that prospect is not as bright as it 
was. More hearings are to bo asked for 
by those who wish information on the 
question of depressing the trucks, aud 
who still think it is possible to have the 
tracks moved, th ugh that plau is given 
up us impracticable, we understand, by 
those who originally planned it. A good 
deal of valuable information will be 
gaiued by those who ask for the hear- 
ings, and if they make their opposition 
vigorous enough, they may suocoed in 
deferring any action in the matter for 
the next dozen years or so. 

The only practical question is whether 
the Bostou <Sc Albauy officials could be 
induced by Newton cltizeus to depress 
the tracks? Those in a position to know 
say they can not. The case may of 
course be carried to the courts or to the 
legislature, but is auy intelligent man 
sanguine enough to believe that a cor 
potation like the Boston A Albauy will 
have a decision giveu against it, either iu 
the courts or the legislature of Massa- 
chusetts? 

The alternative is a very simple one. 
we can either have the tracks elevated, 
or we can have them remain us they are. 
Of two evils it is the part of wisdom to 
choose the least, aud some of the largest 
property owners, aud practically all of 
the busiuess mou on the uorth side of 
the tracks, believe that the grade cross- 
ings are such a constant source of 
danger, aud such an bouily nuisance, 
that auy method of getting rid of them 
would be of great beuelit to the city aud 
especially to the whole sectiou uorth of 
the tracks. 

We have surely had enough of child's 
play about this matter. Au elevated 
track through the centre of a city is no 
uew thiug, us auy ouo knows who has 
visited Worcester, Springfield, Rochester, 
N. Y., Philadelphia, aud a doaeu others 
that might be named, and those cities 
are all iloutishiug iu spite of elevated 
structures. New York city now has 
elevated tracks on many of its main 
avenues, and citizens live aud do busi- 
ness there. Let the tracks be once 
elevated aud iu a fo* mouths every oue 
will wonder why there was auy objection 
made. 


SPEAKER AND SPOILS. 


Speaker Moyer’s committee appoint- 
ments gave great satisfaction to his 
friends, and Mr. Bennett, one of his 
rivals for the office, says “that not ovon 
Barrett in his worst days over te warded 
his friends and punished his enomies ns 
Speaker Meyer has today.’’ As a matter 
of fact, to give Mr. Barrett Ins due, his 
committee appointments wore generally 
made with some reference to the inter- 
ests of the state, and his rivals were ac- 
corded good positions. 

Mr. Meyer seems to represent one 
phase of our politics, which has come 
into promineacp|of late, in whioh “public 
office is regarded as a private snap,” and 
where men are in politios for what they 
can mako out of it. Many look at all 
matters of legislation as a mere matter 
of business, where the general good is 
not thought of, but only their owu in- 
dividual interests, aud if public interests 
conflict with private profits, then the 
public must be sacrificed and the bill for 
private profits must bo lobbied through. 
It is sometimes oalled “log rolling,” and 
it is against this tendenoy of the times 
that men who take a larger view of gov- 
ernment policy are protesting. Some of 
the protests have beeu very emphatic 
but the tendency has not yet been cured. 
It is the “spoils” principle carried out 
on a large scale, and Mr. Meyer evidently 
can hardly be classed in the list of civil 
servioe reformers. 

An instance of his style of making ap- 
pointments is seen in the case of Repre- 
sentative Estabrooks of this city, who 
served last year as house chairman of 
the drainage committee, but this year he 
was reduced to second place and a friend 
of Mr. Meyer’s put in as house chair- 
man. 

It is a disappointment to see such 
things in a man like Speaker Meyer, of 
whom better things were expected. It 
is an endorsement of the spoils principle 
from one of the highest officials in 
Massachusetts, but it only shows how 
much there yet remains to do for those 
who believe that “public office is a pub- 
lic trust,” and that it is not an easy 
method of rewarding friends and pun- 
ishing enemies. 


There is a good deal of interest in the 
contort over the West Newton post- 
mastership. The present incumbent, 
Mr. Chas. H. Stacey, has been a very 
populat official, and his reappointment 
is desired by the great tuaj irity of the 
patrons of the office, and by the citizens 
of Newton generally. Some members of 
the Democratic ward and city committee 
think the office should be given to a 
Democrat, aud they are making an effort 
to have George M. Cox of River street 
appointed, although the movement does 
not seem to meet with any great favor 
among the citizens, as it would be a dis- 
tinct violation of all civil service reform 
principles. Hitherto, these principles 
have been followed in the appointment 
of the postmasters of Newton, aud any 
departure from them would have a very 
unfavorable effect upon the party. If a 
man has made a good official he should 
be reappointed, without any regard to 
politics, and any introduction of the 
spoils system into Newton postoffioes 
would be the most unpopular thing that 
could happen. There is no fault that 
can be found with Postmaster S:acy, and 
he should be reappointed. 


A carefully prepared bill has been 
alreudy presented to the legislature, pro- 
viding for the burial of all overhead 
electric wires except the trolley, aud the 
bill seems likely to become a law. It is 
favored by the insurance men, as the 
present network of wires in front of 
buildings hinders the firemen, and causes 
a loss of valuable time when a fire breaks 
out. An essential feature of thiB bill is 
the provision for public construction and 
owueiship of the conduits, which was 
referred to last week. This will prevent 
the constant tearing up of the streets by 
private companies, and assure thorough- 
ness of construe ion. The matter is a 
very iiuportaut on**, aud ought to receive 
the early aud favorable attention of the 
legislature. 


It is earnestly to bo hoped that a favor- 
able decision may bo made at an oarly 
day, so that this work can be pushed to 
its oarliest completion. 


Representative Chester is ono of 
the few membors of the house who get 
their old positions, and he is again ap- 
pointed ohairman on the part of the 
house of the committee on insurance. 
He is also second on the committee on 
engrossed hills.

Hollow Spurn. 

The use of hollow spars for boats de- 
signed to attain groat speed has intro- 
duced a new and novel industry requir- 
ing workmanship of the finest charac- 
ter. The stick for this purpose is re- 
quired to be of exceptionally tine and 
straight grain, and after being roughly 
shaped is split longitudinally from end 
to end; the center of each of the halves 
is then hollowed out, and a greater or 
less amount is removed, according to 
the intended location of the spar, the 
upper spars being much the lighter. 
These hollows run nearly the length of 
the spar, great care being essential to 
have them follow’ the taper of the out- 
side of the spar exactly, to insuro uni- 
form thickness at every point — ot course 
when this has been done and the two 
halves of the spar replaced in tdoir 
original position, a circular hole is left 
in the center of the spur, running near- 
ly the whole length, and following its 
taper from end to end. After this the 
tW’o halves are fastened in place again 
by means of wooden dowels, which fas- 
ten the split together, being placed al- 
ternately on either side of the central 
hollow, and both dowels and split are 
carefully glued. These dowels vary in 
size with the size of the spar, but are 
usually as long as they can be made 
without piercing its outside surface. 
They are placed slightly nearer the cen- 
ter hollow than the outside, in order to 
give them all the length possible. In 
small spars the glue and the dowels 
suffice, hut in large ones metal bands on 
the outsideare added. — New York Sun.

CHOCOLATE IN HIU1I PAYOR. 


SOCIETY OBSKlirS THE CUP THAT CHEERS 
FOR ONE MORE NUTRITIVE. 


A short time sro the owner ot the Oov. 
Gore estate on Grove street, Waltham, 
began to make improvements on the 
property. Thero was a small pond to be 
drained, and to facilitate matters thete a 
night foroe of workmen was put on. 

Things went along smoothly for a few 
nights, but one morning recently the 
foreman found, when he reached the 
place, that n > work had been done the 

E receding night. Thinking that the men 
ad tired of the work, lie hired another 
gang. 

Next morning the second gang was not 
on hand to be relieved, and then the 
foreman began to think of investigating 
He looked the missing men up, aud 
found that they had seen a ghost, aud 
could not be induced to return to work 
on the pond. One of the men who w ts 
frightened thus described his experi- 
ence: 

"There was a gang of men from Silver 
lake at work on the night in question. 
Just at midnight I heard an exclamation 
of terror from one ef my companions. 
Looking up, I siw a sight that I will 
never forget. On the brink of the pond 
is a small boathouse. From the door of 
the house we saw a boat emerge. In the 
boat was a man whom we knew had 
been dead over a year. The boat came 
slowly toward us. The spirit, if indeed 
it was a spiiit, was holding a red light in 
his hand. We waited to see no more, 
but left for home as quick as our legs 
could carry us.” 

This thing was repeated, according to 
the story of the man, and, as before 
Btated, no night gang has been employed 
since. 

The story is vouched for by a number 
of reputable men, who say they would 
not stay there over night if the vast 
•state were given them. 

ANOTHER MYSTERY SOLVED. 

A Providence dispatch to the Boston 
Herald gives the solution of another 
ghost story, connected with another 
pond in the vicinity. Mrs. LucyjCoolidge 
Lincoln, formerly of Watertown, says: 

“I was born iu Watertown, in the little 
gambrel roofed house which overlooks 
the old paper mill just back of MaiD 
street. One of my brothers was George 
Henry StoDe, and he was the uncle of 
Charles W. Stone, now the cashier of the 
Revere National Bank of Boston. 

“George was a practical joker and 
fond of fun. At the time I speak I was 
13 years of age, and my brother George, 
who was three years older, was learniug 
his trade in the machine shop iu Wal- 
tham. 

“He and some half a dozen boys of his 
owu age aud joking disposition bad a 
little falling out with a man who owned 
some of the land surrounding the pond, 
which they later helped to make famous. 
They determined to get square with him 
for the grievance he caused, and decided 
that they would give him a ghost scare. 

“They procured a sheet and made the 
ghost appear a number of times, to tbe 
great fear of tbe old man and to tbeir in- 
tense enjoyment. 

“Soon the gossips of the town spread 
the news that the pond was haunted, 
and the people of Watertown began to 
go out to see the apparition. 

“This continued until the story of the 
haunted pond reached Boston, wheD 
there began a pilgrimage to the pond 
which was simply astonishing. 

“Well do I remember the long line of 
vehicles which came out from Boston 
every afternoon between 4 and 5 o’clock, 
and which returned about 9 o’clock. 
There weie chaises, buggies, hacks aud 
finally the demaud for conveyances grew 
so great that expressing aud teaming 
wagons were used with improvised 
seats. 

“This kept up for a number of weeks. 
The ghost did not appear nightly — that 
is, it would be seeu one or two nights iu 
succession and then it would vanish for 
a few Digbts. Thid made the mystery all 
the more iutereBting. 

“The ghost, shrouded in white, would 
appear at oue side of the pond and when 
chase was made it would vanish, only to 
appear on the opposite of the water. 

“This kept up until tbe ghost was laid, 
but how none of those who were tryiog 
to solve the mystery could tell. 

“None of us boys aud girls in the 
family knew the part that brother 
George, the riugleader of tbe boys, was 
taking in that ghostly mystery until 
about three years later, when George re- 
moved to Worcester, when he unravelled 
the mystery to us, aud we have kept the 
secret all this time. 

“When the boys found that they were 
attracting the attention of tbe people of 
Watertown as well as those of Waltham, 
and, later, that all Boston was runniug 
out to see the ghost, they arranged a 
code of signals. 

“One of them would don a white sheet 
and appear at a distance. The others 
would be stationed in other places. A 
hoot like that of an owl, or a whistle, 
would warn the ghost that men were 
creeping toward it, when the sheet would 
be pulled off, rolled into a ball aud 
secreted until another of the coterie 
could get possession of it and use it on 
the opposite side of the pnud. 

“They worked the plan so shrewdly 
that while pretending to be with the 
hunting parties they would slip out to 
oue side and pUy the ghost. 

“This they did until the huuters began 
to fire shotguns at them, wiieu they con- 
cluded that there was gettiug to be too 
much danger in the game aud laid the 
ghost themselves. 

“Brother George was oue of the best 
known locomotive engineers on the Bos- 
ton & Worcester road, aud later ran trips 
as far as Springfield. lie died iu Wor- 
cester July 2 5, 184.1, in his 32d year. His 
widow was afterwards belter known iu 
that city as Mrs. Charles Knapp. 

“The story iu today’s Herald referring 
to the mystery recalled all the excite- 
ment of those ghostly nights at Wal- 
tham, aud suggested to my mind that 
perhaps the Herald readers, particularly 
those of Waltham, Watertown aud the 
Newtons, would like to know how the 
ghost was raised aud who laid it.”

TARIFF A SMALL FACTOR. 


MILL TREASURER WRITES ON TUB BUSI- 
NESS DEPRESSION. 


Mr. Arthur T. Lyman, treasurer of the 
Lowell Carpet Manufacturing Company, 
haB written a letter to the Lowell 
Morning Times relating to the 
crisis between the compauy and 
its employes, recently passed. Because 
# of a reduction in wages, the employes 
threatened to strike, but wheu the matter 
had been freely and frankly talked over 
between representatives of the company 
and the agent, the employes accepted 
the assurance of the latter as to tbe 
necessitieof the case, and decided to con- 
tinue work. 

With reference to this Mr. Lyman says: 
“I am very glad that the weavers con 
eluded to go ou. The concession of work 
on tbe part of the company under the 
trying circumstances of excessive dull 
trade and the lowest prices ever known,, 
is quite as great as the concession of the 
reduction by the operatives. I appreci- 
ate tbeir objections to such a reduction, 
aud I appreciate their good sense iu ac- 
cepting it under the present condition of 
trade. 

“What wages may be when the tariff 
questions are decided must depend ou 
ttie demand for goods, aud the condi- 
tions of cost aod of trane, which at this 
time cannot be predicted. 

“As I have said before, I proposed the 
reduction iu the interest of all concerned, 
especially to supply work during the 
present crisis. Wages hereafter may be 
tbe same, or lower, or higher. The pres- 
ent reduction was made to meet the pres 
eut emergency and the preseut state of 
busiueses, which is of a most disastious 
character. 

4 ’I wish to Bay that, except for the state 
of transition from heavily taxed wool to 
free wool, I think that tbe inpending 
tariff changes have comparatively little 
to do with present carpet sales or carpet 
wages. 1 think we should have goue on 
with little or no stoppage of work if it 
had not been for the disastrous break- 
down of last summer all over the country. 
This affected industries quite uncon- 
nected with the taiiff. The extremely 
low prices of wheat has more to do with 
the stoppage of the sale of carpets than 
the change of tariff duty imposed, aud 
the price of wheat has uor been broken 
down by a proposed change of the duty 
on a brussels carpet from 85 per oeut. to 

80 per cent. 

“The reckless expenditure iu the ooun 
tiy, both public aud private, tlie exces- 
sive production stimulated by the enor- 
mous tariff duties, aud the disastrous ex- 
periments in inflating aud depressing the 
ourreuoy of the country, are the chief 
causes that have brought about the pres- 
eut depressed state of business. Eveu iu 
Massachusetts but a small percentage of 
tbe production will be affected by the 
passage of the Wilson bill at it stands.”

LI TER ARY NOTES. 

The remarkable career of Catharine II, 
of Russia, is set forth in the light of now 
historical discoveries in an important 
work. Tho Romance of an Empress, by 
K. Waliszewski, which i» to be pub- 
lished immediately by D. Appleton & Co. 
In this interesting book the life of “the 
Semiramis of the North” is depicted in a 
manner which will fascinate the general 
reader as well as the historical student. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. announce a 
new novel by Maarten M iartens, author 
of “God’s Fool.” Tho title of the forth- 
coming book is The Greater Glory. 

It is announced that a new novel Is to 
be expected shortly from one of the ris- 
ing English writers, Alexander Allar- 
dyce, which work has earned for the 
author a brilliant reputation. The title 
is Earlscourt: A Story of Provincial 
Life, aud the book, which will appear in 
Appletons’ Town and Country Library, is 
said to be one of exceptional interest. 

The series of articles on “Great 
American Industries,” edited by Mr. R 
R. Bowker, will be resumed in the Feb- 
ruary Harper’s Magazine, the subject 
treat, d being “A Bar of Iron.” The 
article is a history of the processes of 
separating iron from its ores down to a 
description of the latest methods, includ- 
ing the Edison magnetic process. The 
story is popularly told, with effective 
pictorial illustrations. 

The farce which Mr. Howells has con- 
tributed yearly to Harper’s Magazine for 
so many winters has almost come to be 
regiirded in the light of an annual fes- 
tival. The February Harper’s will con- 
tain Mr. Howell’s latest piece of humor- 
our dialogue. It is said to be one of his 
best, and deals with the complications 
that follow the simultaneous appearance 
of old and new school physicians in the 
house of the inconclusive Mrs. Roberts.

even of some of the fundamental laws of 
economics. Mr. Wells points out the 
necessity of defiuite educational efforts 
to instruct American citizens, and bis 
article is regarded by himself, and is 
likely to be regarded by the readers of 
The Forum, as tho best product of his 
pen. It is a remarkable and opportune 
essay. 


0a Elevating the Rails. 

To the Editor of the Giaptnc: 

Considering the paramount import- 
ance of the question of elevating 
the busiuess of the Boston & Albany 
road, it seems to us that the subject has 
boon not more than half considered, and 
that by no means should it be settled iu 
tho affirmative, without a submission to 
the people. 

Very low iu our belief have any realiza- 
tion of its meauiug aud importance. 

I ask the oomraou sense of Newton to 
refieot, that from the Brighton liue to 
Riverside station, that the land on the 
south is high laud aud hills, its great 
charm for residence being the noble 
and beautiful valley of the river, as 
it passes through the ceutre of Newton 
no where else to be Been, and that an 
earth mound 18 feet high with oars 16 
feet more going all the time with 
smoke aud steam aud dust, it could not 
be seen oyer at all, except from high 
ground, aud the chief beauty of the loca- 
tion destroyed forever, aud from tho 
north side the polished residences on the 
high lauds south could only be seen from 
a loug distance north, and really lessen- 
ing the value of everything on both sides. 
The earth mound is an eyesore forever, 
ns it could uever be removed, and what 
we ask, is this sacrilege all for but to 
gratify, (with nooertaiuty of accomplish- 
ment), the money greed of men and of 
soulless corporations. In our view, Mr. 
Editor, it would be a great moral wrong 
to coming generations, by uature herself 
we believe it would be felt to be a mon- 
strosity that ought uever to have beeu 
eutertaiued. 

The valley of the Charles is likely to 
be den-ely peopled for thousauds of 
years, and in our belief it would ho far 
better for Massachusetts, to have the 
produoe of the West go down tho Hud- 
son aud lot our citizens manage their own 
business iu their own way. 

May uot the time come when the pas- 
senger and freight lines may be separated, 
ami a graud trunk liue he provided for 
freight under different management.

THE MIDWINTER FAIR. 


It Will Have an Electrical Tower With 
Over 5,000 Lights. 

The Midwinter fair is assured of hav- 
ing a feature that will be quite as 
unique as anything seen at Chicago. It 
is to be an electrical tower 266 feet high 
and containing lights enough to turn 
night into day in Concert valley. 

The framework of the tower will be 
gracefully constructed and decorated 
with over 0,000 incandescent lights of 
different colors. It will be supplied 
with an elevator running to a height of 
220 feet. There will be pavilions on the 
ground floor for the use of the public. 
Flanking the open space will he four 
Moorish pavilions containing four stories 
and decorated in oriental colors. 

The base of the tower will occupy a 
space CO feet square, while the first gal- 
lery, 80 feet from the ground, will have 
a seating capacity of 200. Three other 
galleries will extend beyond this and 
will seat several hundred persons. The 
topmost gallery will be within six feet 
of the pinnacle. In it will be a great 
searchlight. On the extreme top of the 
tower will be placed a large gold ball 
bearing the emblem of the state — a Cali- 
fornia hear. 

Fully 8,000 people can be seated on the 
tower at one time, while on the outer 
edge on the circular walk there will be 
room for several thousands. There are 
eight approaches to the tower, practi- 
cally making it open on all sides aud 
corners. 

While the principal object of the tower 
is for lighting purposes, it will be used 
as a grand handstand, from which music 
will b» given throughout the day and 
evening. The tower was designed by a 
Chicago architect, but all tho work on 
the structure will be done in San Fran- 
cisco. When completed, it will cost $80,- 
000. — Sau Francisco Letter. 


A Record Breaker. 

It is not easy to predict what will hap- 
pen with our ocean steamers next. Here 
is the Lucania, the new Cunarder, on her 
second trip, wresting the western record 
from the Paris and reducing it to 6 days 
18 hours and 25 minutes. 

This remarkable trip is made, too, at 
an uncertain season of the year, when 
five or six days of sustained fast running 
cannot be safely counted on. But the 
wonderful part of these performances is 
that they are no longer exceptional 
events, but are kept up with us much 
regularity us the sailing of the boats on 
their appointed days. 

There is uow a fleet on the Atlantic 
line whose arrival iu New York within 
six days after leaving the other side is 
scarcely problematical. The only ques- 
tion is will the record of a few hours 
over five days be beaten? 

The Cunardors now hold the laurels. 
But the Paris belongs to an American 
line, and it will not be her fault if she 
does not recover them. — New York 
World. 

Lord Dunraven. 

I am somewhat surprised that writers 
In our contemporaries speak of Lord Dun- 
raven as if he were a stranger on this 
side the water. He has been here twice 
before, besides touring westward among 
the Rockies, und his book entitled the 
“Great Divide” wus uinong the most in- 
telligent contributions to contemporane- 
ous photography ever published. As 1 
recall it, he first came here iu 1870, when 
he was known by his courtesy title, Lord 
Adair, and again in 1875 as Lord Dun- 
raven. His seat in the peers is mider 
another title, that of an English baron, 
his title of eurl being Irish. Lord Dun 
raven explored Cauudu and Newfound- 
land on sporting tours thoroughly. He 
was in the last Gladstonean ministry 
and altogether is considerably more 
thuu a simple yachtsman.

EDWARD RYAN. 


DEATH OF TUE OLDEST RESIDENT OV 
NEW CON. 

Edward Ryan, the oldest tesideut of 
Newton, died last Friday ut his home ou 
Auburudale avenue, West Newtou. He 
had been ill ouly a few days aud death 
was caused by old age. 

Mr. Ryan was a remarkable character. 
His age was 97 years, 9 mos.. 27 days. 
He was boru iu Irclaud aud wheu still a 
young mau be came to this country iu 
company with his wife aud childreu be. 
fore 1839. lie lived iu Bostou for a num- 
ber of years aud became a icxideut of 
Newtou about 60 yeuts ago. 

lie was the flist liishuiau to settle in 
Newtou, aud was oue of the pioneers of 
the race iu Middlesex couuty aud iu the 
state. It was not until tuauy years alter 
Mr. Ryau became a resident of the towu 
of Newtou, that other Irishmen ettue 
iuto the place. Iu 1836 he purchaaed 
pnpeity ou what ia now Auburudaie 
avenue, where he haa *iu«e lived. 

He waa naturalised iu the municipal 
court iu Boston iu 1840, aud immediately 


commenced to take an active interest in 
the duties of cit zenahip. IL was for a 
number of y* aia in the employ of Squire 
Davis, one of the moat prominent or the 
old-time citizens of Newton. It was he 
who planted the magnificent elms that 
now line the strew s of West Newton, 
many of which are of more than a half 
a century’s growth. Mr. Ryan later be- 
came a contractor, and employed a large 
number of men and teams in West New- 
ton. He took the contracts for many 
ttreet jobs under tlie old town govern- 
ment, and did a big business in the old 
days. 

For a number of y»ars he was a 
familiar figure on the streets, and waa 
the best known citizen of the town. He 
possessed a great fund of reminiscences 
of the men and doings of tlie old town of 
Newton, which he never tired of narrat- 
ing. 

Mr. Ryan was the father of 10 children, 
eight sons and eight daughters. The 
eldest living child, a daughter, is 71 
years of age, and was the third in the 
family. One son ’s Sergeant John Ryan 
of the Newtou police foice. who was at 
one time sergeant in the United States 
army, and was a member of the squad to 
bury the ill fated Gen. Custer. There 
are eight children, 42 grandchildren and 
12 great grandchildren living. 

The funeral took place from St. Ber- 
nards church, West Newton, at 9 o’clock 
Monday morning. Mass was celebrated 
by Rev. Lawrence J. O’Toole. The in- 
terment was at Calvary cemetery, Wal- 
tham.

THE NEW BOUSE OF THE NEWTONVILLE 
NEW CHURCH SOCIETY. 


The Newtonville New Church Society 
is erecting a house of worship on High- 
land avenue, Newtonville, that will be a 
notable audition to the numerous ecclesi- 
astical edifices of beautiful architecture 
in Newton. 

Work on the building was begun last 
June, and has since progressed very 
rapidly. The church will be formally 
opened for worship, it is now thought, 
on Easter Sunday. 

The building is constructed of semi- 
faced stone with trimmings of Nova 
Scotia sandstone, from plans of Cram, 
Wentwoitb & Goodhue, architects. The 
builder is Mr. H. F. Ross of Newtonville. 
The dimensions of the edifice are 109x50 
feet. There is a tower 17 feet square 
and 45 feet high at the southwest coiner. 
It i- surmounted by au octagonal turret. 
The main entrance is through the tower, 
which is provided with a staircase lead- 
ing to ihe turret. 

The height of the auditorium inside to 
the peak of the roof is 48 feet, its seat- 
ing capacity will provide for about 425 
persous. Id the architecture, a great 
deal of study has been given to secure 
exactness of proportions. The style of 
the church is that of the latest perpen- 
dicular.represeating the form of the first 
years of Henry VIII, early iu the 16th 
c ntury, when the gothic was adding all 
the richness aud dencacy of the Italian 
renaissance. All the richness of the ex- 
terior is concentrated around the main 
entrance, where there is a deep, em- 
brasured doorway with a canopy niche 
on one side and a band above of very 
rich, perpendicular tracery, surrounding 
a series of 15th century shields. 

The interior is modelled largely after 
Westminster Hall iu LoDdou, arid the 
great roof trusses are reproductions of 
the roof trusses in Westminster. Tne 
type is that of the true, hammer-beam 
truss, without any tie rods. The span is 
43 feet. The carving is very elaborate 
;.nd rich iu effect. t he inside fiuish o 
the church is in cypress wood, with the 
roof aud truxt-es stained dai k. There is 
a wainscot 12 feet high in black cypiess 
brought from southern swam is, "w here 
the wood had laiu for years. The pews 
and ohuncel screen are also of black 
cypriss, the latter iu open woik with 
delicate tracery and car viog. It is said 
to be ot e of ihe largest pieces of work in 
black cypress iu this section of the 
country. 

All the wiudow-x of the chinch are 
filled with a very rich tracery, aud ueir- 
ly all with memorial glaxs. The chancel 
is spaciou-, aud the iuruiture, including 
pulpit, will be very elaborate aud in 
harmony with the general desigu and 
tone ot the iuteiior. The wall treat- 
ment will be rich and low toned. The 
building will be heated oy steam — in- 
direct system. It is c -unected with the 
cnapel ai.d parish house by a stone porte 
eouhere and cloister. 

The first New Church family in Newtou 
was that of Mr. Divid Howard, who be- 
came a resident m June, 1S40. Mr. T. H. 
Carter followed Mr. Howard from Boston 
a year later. At first both fimilies at- 
tended church iu Boston, hut as the dis- 
tance reudeied it lather iuconvieut, Mr. 
Robert Cmtis, who was ati inmate of 
Mr. Howard’s lamily, began to read ser- 
vices at his house, ami at the same time 
opened a Sunday school. Bo:b these 
exercises were afterward continued at 
the home of Mr. Cat ter, and the latter’s 
house was used for church purp >ses for 
many years. With the increase iu New 
Church families, a hull was obtained iu 
Newtonville for meetings and Suuday 
xervices. For a time there was occasion- 
al preaching by New Ctiurch ministers. 

Rev. John Worcestei was invited to 
preach regularly iu the hall in October, 
1857, but no society was funned at that 
tune. In the winter of 1868 09 a chapel 
was erected ou Highluud avenue ou laud 
giveu by Mr. T. H. Carter. It was dedi- 
cated April 11, 1869, by K v. Tbotuaa 
Worcester, theu presidour of the Massa- 
chusetts Associaiiou. He at the same 
time instituted a society ot 29 tueiubeis. 
AiU'dig original members wrie M -sis.

S. J. Kellogg, F. N. Fulmer aud the late 
R. M. PulMfer. 

Rev. John Worcester was installed 
Dec. 26, 1869. Siuce that tituo the church 
uieaiUeiship has increased steadily, aud 
it has beru louud necessary from time to 
tune to ptovide additional accommoda- 
tions, the polish house having been erect- 
ed only a tow years ago wnh rooms for 
meetings of the Suuday school aud for 
social gathering*. 

The situation of the church piopctty is 
un ideal oue, near tlie beautiful now 
home of the Newton Club aud »urrou tid- 
ed by some of the fiutst residences iu 
New touville.

C ITY WOYERSMRNT. 


BOTH HHANCHK8 MKKT- AR8KS80H8 AND 
OTKKSKKH8 OF TIIK TOOK APPOINTED 
IMPORTANT LEGISLATIVE ORDERS. 


Tho city government mot Monday 
evening at 7.15 o’clock in regular session 
and tho records of tho previous meeting 
were read and unproved. Tho mayor 
preaided and ail were present except 
Alderman Hamilton. 

Frod F. Dudley and Geo. D. Cox, Jr., 
were granted auctioneer#* licenses. 

The report of Superintendent. Rob# of 
tho Newton cemetery was received, and 
a petition from F. M. Dutch and 15 
others, that all propositions for publio 
works be thoroughly advertised before 
giving out the contracts, was referred. 

A communication was submitted from 
the inspector of buildings relative to 
granting a permit to C. F. Eddy to erect 
a wooden building at the rear of his ooal 
office to use as a shop in which to repair 
his wagons. 

Alderman Ilunt understood the pur- 
pose was to use the shop for blaoksmith 
work, and thought it better be referred. 

The permit was Anally granted by tho 
board. 

Hearings were opened at 7.30 on lay- 
ing out Norman road, and crossing 
Woodland avenue with electric wires. 
No remonstrants appeared and the hear- 
ings were closed. 

A petition for damage received on 
Crafts street, by reason of an icy side- 
walk was referred. 

Alderman Bothfeld reported for the 
special committee appointed to nomi- 
nate assessors, and submitted a list of 
namts. The report was accepted. 

FAST DRIVING. 

On the petition of W. T. Rice and 
others to have a portion of Watertown 
street set apart for fast driving, the com- 
mittee reported favorably and the peti- 
tion was therefore granted. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented a report 
in which the committee recommended 
that Mrs. H. F. Goodnow, who asked re- 
duction and abatement of assessment ou 
account of the M igue meadow drainage, 
have leave to withdraw. The estate had 
recently been sold and this action was 
necessary to retain a lien on the estate. 
The recommendation was adopted. 
Alderman Roffe presented a petition 
from John W. Cannae to use dynamite 
in blasting ledge near the corner of Lake 
avenue and Hyde street. 

Alderman Bothfeld asked what pro- 
vision would be made for the protection 
of surrounding property. He believed it 
a very risky place to do heavy hlasttng. 

It was Anally granted, the work to be 
conducted under the supervision of the 
superintendent of streets. 

M. S. and D. M. Miller were granted 
permission to occupy the sidewalk 
corner of Pleasant and Centre street in 
the construction of a new brick block, 
providing a plank walk was placed out- 
side the enclosed walk, the work to be 
done uuder the superintendent of streets 
supervision. 

$04,900 FOR FEBRUARY. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
which passed, appropriating the sum of 
$94,900 for department expenses during 
February. 

Geo. II. Walton, Mechanics street. 
Ward Five, petitioned for license to put 
in two bowling alleys and oue pool table. 
.Referred. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
Which passed, to lay out Willard sireer. 

The N. E. Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
petitioned for locations on Parker and 
Dedham streets, and a bearing was 
granted for Monday, Feb. 5, at 7 30 
o’clock. 

Alderman Plummer reported for the 
special committee to Dominate overseeis 
of the poor. The report was accepted. 

Orde?*, were passed to construct sewer 
in Willard street, Barnes street, Hunne- 
'wnll terrace aud private land off Hunne- 
wcll terrace, and piivate lands on Barnes 
estate. 

Hearings were ordered on the above 
for Monday, Feb. 5, before the board of 
alderman, aud Monday, Feb. 12, before 
the common council. 

.STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 
Alderman Bothfeld presented two im- 
portant orders as herewith given: 

Jan. 15, 1894. 

Ordered. “That His Uotior tho Mayor, 
be and hereby is requested to petition 
the General Court now iu session for 
such legislation in relation to over-bead 
electric wires as shall enuole cities and 
towns, — 

1st. To compel such wires to be 
placed in coDduits, and when so placed, 
the poles formerly used, except such as 
are ueeded for local distribution, shall 
be taken down. But the further use of 
any of said poles shall require the con- 
sent of the Board of Aldermen. 

2nd. To compel two or more com- 
panies to use the same conduit, where 
practicable, the cost of such conduit to 
be proportionately shared by the several 
companies.” 

Ordered. “That His Honor the Mayor 
be and heieby is r» quested to petitiou 
the General Court now in session for 
such Legislation in rel ttiou to street rail- 
ways as shall enable cities aud towns, — 
To sell franchises by competitive bid, 
or otherwise, such frauclmes to run for 
a definite term of years uot exceeding 
tweuly. 

To exact an annual income from all 
street railways within their respective 
territories, said income to be such a per- 
centage upon the gross euruings as may 
be lixed every live yeais by the Board of 
Aldermen iu Cities and the Boaid of 
Selectmen in Towns.” 

Alderman Itumery moved that the city 
council go iuio joiut convention to elect 
assessors aud overseers of the poor. An 
affirmative vote was taken and the 
branches assembled iu joiut convention 
at 7.58 o’clock. 


who succeeded to tho position in Ward 
Five. 

Alderman Bothfo’d suggested the clerk 
ctat one vote for overseer*, to fncititato 
mntteis. 

Councilman Ross objected. 

Alderman Roffe arose and said he hnd 
been requested by Mr. Fanning to bring 
tho matter bofoto the board, mid road a 
lo ter, in which Mr. Fanning stated that 
the alderman front Ward Fivo had asked 
him if ho wished to servo that yenr. He 
assented ami supposed hts namo would 
he proposed as usual, but nnotber was 
substituted. He considered it unfair to 
bo dropped in that manner. 

Councilman Ross said Mr. Fanning 
considered the matter a reflection upon 
his conduct. 

Alderman Thompson s'ated that he 
had proposed the name of Mr. O. G. 
Billings last year, and tho committee had 
voted to make the change. The same 
list was presented this year and passed 
without change. 

The balloting then proceeded with 
Alderman Roffe aud Councilman Green 
as tellers. 

There were 20 votes cast for the Ward 
Five rivals divided as follows' Billings 
10, Fanniug 10. 

The seoond ballot numbered 18 votes, 
Billings 9, Fanning, 9 
The third ballot had 20 votes, Billings, 

9. Fanning, 11, and the latter was de- 
clared elected.

CONVENTION DISSOLVED. 

On reassembling in their chamber, 
Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
which pnssed, that the committee on 
legislation prepare a hill aud present it 
to the legislature, in reference to the 
orders relative to street railways previ- 
ously passed. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Mr. JohD T. Langford and others were 
granted an audience, on their request, to 
present the following resolutions passed 
by the North Side Improvement Society, 
Resolved, That the North Side Improve- 
ment Society protest against the elevation 
of the Boston & Albany railroad through 
the center ot Newton, Newtouville and 
West Newton on account of increased 
danger to public travel, disfigurement of 
the city, added disturbance from trains 
climbing exoessive aud undesirable 
grades, and depreciation in value of real 
estate throughout that section of the 
city whoso populatiou is dependent upou 
the maiu lioe of the railroad for trans- 
portation. 

Resolved, That depression of the rail- 
road with necessary elevation of the 
highways over ornamental bridges will 
beautify the city, give safety to publio 
travel, and enhance tho value of real 
estate, makiug Newton more desirable 
as a place of residence for that class of 
populatiou which wi’l bring wealth to 
our city treasury. 

Resolved, That separation of grades 
between the railroad and the publio 
high ways, once made will ever remain 
unchanged and being one of the most 
important subjects that the city bas ever 
been called upon to consider, involving 
great changes in yalue of teal estate 
either favorably or unfavorably to pro- 
perty owners and the city treasury.aotion 
thereon should be taken only when every 
condition and its effects has been fully 
considered. 

Resolved, That the mayor and aider- 
men be requested to suspend final action 
ou separation of grades until the pro- 
perty owners and citizens directly aud 
financially interested therein, have re- 
ceived full information upon the actual 
difference in cost to the city between ele- 
vation and depression of tracks, with an 
opportunity to be heard thereon.

Mr. Langford said the society was 
working in the interests of the city. 
They did not wish to be antagonistic in 
any way, but wished to co-operate to the 
best interests of the city. 

The city government has once acted 
and voted’to favor depression, and they 
had now reversed that decision and 
favored eleyatioD. The reason for this 
radical change was stated to be the 
numerous ledges to be encountered iu 
depressing the tracks aud the difficulty 
of running trains while blastiug out 
these ledges. 

The fact that a depressed road would 
run through ledges would make it so 
much the safer and as for working out 
tho stone while trains were iu transit, it 
was perfectly practicable as it has beeu 
done time and again. Here was just 
such a case in Wellesley a few yoars ago, 
and trains ran into New York just the 
same, wlteu the tracks there were being 
depressed. 

Elevatiou would be very destructive to 
property, injuring numerous businoss 
blocks near the track and decreasing 
real estate value all along the line. 

Depression would not interfere in the 
least with business blocks and would en- 
hance property valuation. 

Residents on both sides of the track 
are intensely interested in this move- 
ment. 

He was informed that the railroad 
authorities discredited the estimates 
submitted by tbe grade crossing com- 
mission aud be wished to have furnished 
to the citizens a correct estimate, which 
would show the diffeieuce in cost be- 
tween tbe two propositions. 

Mr. A. It. Mitchell simply Btated the 
interest taken iu the matter and said no 
less than 0 gentlemen called with refer- 
ence to this matter while he was diDiug 
on that day. 

Mr. Langford wished to have a hear- 
ing set, but previous to tbit he wished 
the corieot estimates of the cost of 
changing the grades both ways, be fur- 
nished him in time for distribution. 

It was finally voted to give a public 
hearing to ail persons interested iu the 
separation of grade crossings iu Newton, 
the stme to take place ou Tuesday, Jau. 
:;0. at the City Hail, West Newton. 

Tiie hoard then went into executive 
session.

MEETING AND TRANSACT HU8INKB8 OF 
IMPOnrANCR— REPORTS CFTIIE DIFFER* 
KNT OFFIORIIB— TIIR COKPOKATK NAME 
CHANGED. 


The Newton Cottage Hospital corpora- 
tion held their annual meeting Monday 
afternoon in the parlors of Eliot oburch. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President, Joseph R. Leeson. About 
thirty ladies and gentlemen were pres 
eut. 

The report of the executive committee 
was first submitted through the presi- 
dent. 

PIIRSIDRN r*S ADDRESS. 

During the pastyear there has not only 
been no check upon the steady expan- 
sion of the work of this institution, but 
the progress has been of a positive char- 
acter, and perhaps at no period since the 
orgauizition of the Newton Cottage Hos- 

f iital, has the advance been so marked as 
n the year under review. 

The increase in the number of cases 
oared for has been greater, and the suc- 
cess attend g the treatment more decided 
than duriug any similar period in our 
history. 

The wards for the treatment of con- 
tagious cases have been almost continu- 
ously used during the year, and there is 
every reason for gratulation over the 
results achieved by that addition to the 
facilities of the hospital. To all resi- 
dents of Newton, especially to those 
having more immediate supervision of 
the hospital, it is cause for unfeigned 
satisfaction that this city stands alone of 
all the cities of eastern Massachusetts, 
outside of Boston, in ample special pro- 
vision for the treatment of the more 
dangerous contagious diseases, such as 
small pox, measles, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria. The action of the city coun- 
cil in providing such conveniences can- 
not be too highly commended by all who 
have the interests of Newton at heart. 
The hospital idea itself, w hich is of com- 
paratively modern inception, is steaddy 
growing, and it is perhaps not 
surprising that this feature of hospital 
work, which looks to the separate and 
effective treatment of the most danger- 
ous types of disease, should be now in a 
tenative stage of development. Doubt- 
less it will uot be long before all our 
neighboring towns aud cities make 
Bimil.tr provision, insuring more skilful 
aud certain care of the case its df, as well 
as the most effectual method of limiting 
its extension, thus making possible the 
greater healthfulness of all. 

Thanks to the generous provision of 
our many frionds, we have been able to 
erect a detached central heatiug plant, 
available for all the buildings, and beiug 
distinct from the hospital itself, is safer 
in the decreased liability of tiro or ex- 
plosion, and also pleasanter in the re- 
duction of dust aod noise, to patieats 
and attendants. 

The home for our nurses, most gener- 
ously provided by Mr. Converse aud Mr. 
Pratt, is now completed, and is the most 
substantial, useful and valuable single 
addition to the conveniences and neces- 
sities of the hospital. It is an enduring 
monument of the true aud gracious 
purpose which inspired the couceptiou 
and the liberal provision which has al- 
ways kept pace with the added require- 
ments suggested from various sources, 
looking to a complete and perfect reali- 
zation of the beneficent end which this 
ift supplies. Oue only of the donors 
as been permitted by infinite wisdom, 
to witness the completion of this lasting 
contribution. Suddenly, in the midst of 
the many activities iu which his whole 
life had been spent, our former honored 
president and associa e on this board, by 
one of those mysterious decrees of provi- 
dence which our poor mortal view is 
UDable to compass, we are deprived of 
the steadfast aid, unfailing strength and 
consoling cheer which no member of the 
board ever failed to experience iu the 
presence of our dear friend, now an in- 
habitant of that sphere where ueither 
hospital nor uurse nor physician nor any 
other solace will ever more be sought. 
With what especial significance may we 
at this time repeat the words of the 
ancient writer:— 

“When good men die their goodness does not 
perish, 

But lives though they are gono." 

The surgical ward is uot yet a reality, 
but inasmuch as it rests ou the promise 
of oue wiiose word is always his bond, we 
know that it will come when the time 
for it shall be ripe. 

The good foituno of the institution 
which was fore-shadowed iu the last 
annual statement iu i:s selection of 
matron, is now an accomplished faet. 
and it gives all the active participators 
iu the work of the hospital the keenest 
degree of satisfaction to be able to give 
voice to t lie adtniratiou which all feel, 
for the able and thoroughly satisfactory 
m inner iu which the responsible duties 
of matron continue to be performed by 
Miss McDowell. 

Perhaps few citizens of Newton can 
reulize the debt uuder which the hospital 
rests to the Honorary Medical Superin- 
tendent, Dr. Frauds George Curtis; but 
to those who*aie coustaut witnesses of 
the devotion and assiduity with which 
Dr. Curtis fulfils his self imposed task, 
it is nothing short of a delightful stimu- 
lant. 

The Hospital Aid Association remains 
one of the most valuable adjuncts of the 
hospital, and the thousand ways iu 
which the active work aud philanthropic 
spirit of the members of this association 
appear, afford ample evideuce of the 
singleness of purpose aud exalted aim 
impelling the ladies of Newton to Bhure 
in this useful labor. 

The fatality to oue of our valued 
nurses, the first of its kind since the 
commencement of this work, while iu 
the faithful performance of duty in oue 
of the dangerous cases of diphtheria iu 
the contagious ward, emphasizes anew 
the noble service which the uurses are 
always ready to reuder, aud is a fresh 
exemplification of that spirit of self 
abnegation and devotion which governs 
alike the members of the honored pro- 
fsssiou of nurse, aud their oo-.tdjutors, 
the physicians. Truly cau we say with 
the poet:— 

“Thebrav, st are the temlereat, 

The loving aie tbo daring.” 

With the enlarged field covered by the 
woikof the Hospital, a more extended 
interest is manifested by ull citizens in 
our several activities. Responding to 
this feeling, the trusioes decided to have 
the graduating exercises of the pupil 
nurses the past year, of a more open 
character than hitherto. On the ooua«iou 
of the first public gradual ion, a suitable 
program was arranged, | the principal 
feai ure of which was a timely uddrcss 
by Dr. F. L. Thayer, whose sagacious 
advice und constant help have been of 
invaluable service to that institution 
fiorn the beginning. Gold bulges of 
acceptable design have becu provided for 
our graduates, which are highly esteemed 
by them. It is intended, ou tbs 


auspicious nooAsion of the opening oere- 
monies incident to the completion of the 
Training School and Home for Nurses, 
next month, to still further extend the 
acquaintance of our friends with the 
workings of the Hospital; a form of 
exercises is now being Arranged under 
the supervision of the executive commit- 
tee. 

With all the discouraging incidents 
which at this time surround many in 
this community, it is a source of deep 
grAtitude to those who are responsible 
for the management of the Newton Cot- 
tage Hospital, that its aid has been un- 
failing, its friends ever on the increase, 
and that strength should have been given 
to all to perform the duties which in a 
hospital never cease. Strengthened by 
such unfailing succor, what can we do 
but hopefully press forward to the duties 
that confront us, confident that whatever 
they may be.help will bo given this insti- 
tution to meet them, and thus to fulfil 
still further the objeets of our mission. 

The report of the trustees was made 
by Dr. S. L. Eaton as follows: 

REPORT OF THE ROARD OF TRUSTEES. 

The past year has witnessed a develop- 
ment nneqiided, hitherto, iu the history 
of this institution. Two new buildings 
and an addition to one of those formerly 
erected, internal improvements less im- 

f iressive but not less significant in the 
ine of service, appliances and discipline, 
and an increase of thirty two percent, in 
the number of patients treated, are facts 
which illustrate the growth of the 
hospital, and bear witness to the efforts 
which the cause has enlisted. How 
much suffering has been alleviated, and 
how much danger of contagion has bpen 
averted, we do not know; hut wo find 
that we have cared for 440 natients, 
whose care and treatment, in the aggre- 
gate, amounted to 1337 weeks, that 02 of 
these patients were cases of contagious 
disease whom we are able to safely 
isolate in wards provided with every 
comfort; and that during the entire year 
the contagious wards have never been 
closed for more than a week at a time. 
Thus we believe that the Hospital has 
justified its existence. Aside from the 
benevolence of its work, it throws 
around the community a protection 
against danger and annoyance of which 
the value is simply incalculable, and 
worth all it costs ia tbo way of individual 
effort and pecuniary expenditure. 

Among the improvements of the past 
year the new Training School for Nurses 
is the first to claim our attention. This 
splendid contribution to our work, the 
gift of the late Mr. Edmund W. Converse 
and Mr. Lucius G Pratt, is now com- 
pleted, and will soon be dedicated wi h 
appropriate ceremonies. It will provide 
accommodations for forty nurses, giving 
them a delightful home during the hours 
when they aro free from their duties in 
the bospilal wards. Built in the most 
substantial and beautiful manner, placed 
on a commanding eminence, and filled 
with a devoted comp my of students, it 
will always stand as an incentive to the 
best endeavor in professional work, an I 
a memorial to the generosity of its 
donors. 

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

The most serious problem which the 
Trustees have been o tiled upon to con- 
sider during the past year has been the 
provisiou of adequate beating facilities. 
During the winter of 1802—3, we con- 
sumed three hundred tons of coal with- 
out securing a satisfactory degree of 
heat in the coldest weather. Tbis poor 
re-ult from a large consumption of coal 
was due to the fact that the enlarged 
area of the buildings had outgrown the 
plan originally devised for heatiug them. 
It seemed unwise to entPr upon another 
winter, with still larger space to beat, 
without thoroughly reorganizing the 
whole heating plant. At the same time, 
we hesitated to incur extraordinary ex- 
pense during a period of financial de 
pression. After a very careful review of 
the whole suhjeot, the Trustees, with 
that courage which has always char- 
acterized their action, decided to make 
thorough work, and provide a hearing 
plant ample for any contingences, which 
may arise. The contract was awarded 
to Messrs. Lynch & Woodward, who 
have constructed a building of brick, 
which now contains two large boilers, 
with voom for additional boilers, should 
they become necessary in the futurp. and 
for the abuudanb storage of coil. From 
this boiler house steam is supplied to ail 
the buildings, with the exception of the 
small pox ward, which is still heated by 
a furnace. The system secures a satis 
factory temperature throughout. It is 
too soon to institute a comparison be- 
tween the coal consumption of the new’ 
and the old systems; but it is believed 
that the saving in ooal will be sufficient 
to, in some degree, offset the expense of 
the improvement, wbiob was upwards of 
five thousand dollars. Messrs. Lynch & 
Woodward fulfilled their contract with 
the success and fidelity wbicb has char- 
acterized tlieir efforts in oi her and larger 
works undertaken in behalf of the Com- 
monwealth We desire to place on 
record our appreciation of the unfailing 
courtesy and painstaking which they 
have exercised iu all the details of this 
improvement. 

In connection with this work wo 
grappled with the problem of a better 
system of veutilatiou for the male ward. 
This has been successfully provided, 
under the supervision of Professor 
Woodbridge, of the Institute of Tech- 
nology, and has entailed a further ex- 
pense of about three hundred dollars. 

We have long felt the need of a now 
dining room in the main building, for the 
use of matron and nurses, whose num- 
bers have outgrown the room originally 

E rovided. This year of improvements 
as seen the construction of an addition 
to the main building, providing at a cost 
of nearly one thousand dollars a dining 
room in every way suitable, aud capable 
of seating forty persons. The kitcbeu, 
also, has been eularged to dimensions 
somewhat oommeusuiate to the demands 
upon it. 

There are iu the training school, 
twenty-three pupil nurses. The superin- 
tendent exercises great care iu their 
selection; and something of their quality 
may be inferred from the fact that, dur- 
iug the past year, there have been ninety 
applications from persous desiring to 
enter upon the two years course of train- 
ing, which tins school provides. Iu June 
we graduated a class of eight uurses, 
whom we were proud to send out as ex- 
ponents of the teaching, both theoretioal 
and practical, which this institution 
affords. The graduating exercises. under 
the direction i/f»ltev. Dr. Shinn, who was 
chaplain of the occasion, were intensely 
interesting. The very felicitious words 
of President Leeson in presenting I lie 
diplomas, the able and practical address 
by Dr. Thayer, aud the music contributed 
by some members of the Grace church 
choir combined to make the occasion 
memorable te ull friends of the school. 
Tiie trustees at tbis time inauguruled 
the custom of decorating each graduate 
with a badg^ 1 oi gold iu the form of a 
maltese oio-h, insoribed with the initials 
of our hospital. This badge is already 
houored by the record of our uurses iu 
the past, aud will, iu turu, be a mark of 


distinction to all who -dial! receive it in 
the future. 

The quality of a school is determined 
by the merits of its Instruotois and its 
students, rather than by the buildings 
which sheltrr it. Judged by till* stand 
aid, our training school has for several 

f ears deserved the high reputation which 
t has won. Now that it has demonstrat- 
ed Us usefulness it Is provided with a 
building worthy of its aims which will 
doubtless stimulate to yet higher 
achievements, and be an aid in drawing 
to the school the best class of matricu- 
lants. That the school is appreciated by 
the community is shown by the fact that 
we are asked to supply nurses for out- 
side duty with increasing frequency. 
Din ing the past year the number of such 
oalls was two hundred and thirty-four, 
nearly half of which we were obliged to § 
decline, although making every effort to* 
accommodate the public, 

“THE PLAYERS” GENEROSITY. 

It is not the province of this report to 
detail the benefactions which have made 
our work possible. They will appear in 
the reports of the treasurer, and of the 
Ladies’ Aid Association. Special men- 
tion, however, should be made of the 
generosity of “The Players” club, who 
gave a dramitic entertainment for the 
benefit of the hospital. The reputation 
of tho club was sufficient to call out a 
large audience, and a handsome sum was 
realized. 

The trustee! dosiro to congratulate the 
corporation on the high degree of effi- 
ciency which this hospital has attained 
in all its departments. The grounds of 
our success are not far to seek: A gov- 
erning body composed of women of de- 
votion aud influence, and men of affairs 
accustomod to directing large interests; 
a staff of physicians surgeons and teach- 
ers, the best the city affords; a matron 
and superintendent of nuises of wide 
experience and culture, impressing her 
own spirit aud training on a carefully 
selected company of nurses; a generous 
public giving its money freely for the 
cause, and a body of beneficiaries look- 
ing to us w,th increasing confidence and 
hope. Theso are the elements which 
make a hospital, and the result before us 
is cause for giatitude rather than sur- 
prise. 

In considering the improvements which 
have been manifest during tho past year, 
special mention should be made of the 
work of Dr. F. G. Curtis, who, as super- 
intendent of the hospital, has given 
generously of hiR time and skill, and 
contributed largely to the success of the 
institution. During the holiday season, 
the trustees piesented to him a band- 
some case of instruments, suitably in- 
scribed, as a slight token of their appre- 
ciation of his valuable services. 

To the generous patrons of this hos- 
pital, and to those who may be thinking 
of enrolling themselves among its bene- 
factors, we venture to suggest two special 
objects which may worthily appeal to 
your liberality. The first is a new oper- 
ating room. We have outgrown our old 
operating room. It is small. ineonveuieut, 
and a difficult field for aseptic precau- 
tions. There is reason to be love that a 
generous friend of the hospital will, be- 
fore many mouths, erect a new ward 
especially for surgical cases. This might 
well be accompanied by a new operating 
room, fitted with all the appliances and 
safeguards which modem suigety de- 
mands. It would be a great help to the 
growing work of the hospital, and a suit- 
able encouragement to the surgeons who 
g^re freely giving their time to its service. 

The other plea which we make at tbis 
time is for an adequate endowment fund. 
Those who have watched the growth of 
this hospital from its small beginnings, 
can hut feel some apprehension for the 
future when considering the proportions 
of our annual expenditure. Every care 
is exorcised to avoid unnecessary ex 
pense, and those who receive the bene- 
fits of the hospital are expected to pay 
for them when able to do so. But our 
liberal poiioy is to refuse care and treat- 
ment to no one, whether able to pay or 
not. We hope that we shall always be 
able to woik under this plan. Hitherto 
our wants have been mot by individuals, 
by collections in the churches on Hos- 
pital Suuday.and by appropriations from 
the city oouncil. The growth in our 
work has been met bv a yearly growth 
from these services. But the timo has 
come when the need is felt of some as- 
sured incomes, which cau bo relied on 
iastuad of theso frequent appeals to the 
givers of the oity. 

AN ENDOWMENT WANTED. 

We feel now that the magnitude of our 
work and the success with which it is 
prosecuted, permit us to ask for an en- 
dowment of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, of which we already have a nuclous 
of less than fifteen thousand dollars. 
Let those who are making their wills re- 
member us; stiill better, let. those who 
are giving iu life remember us; aud this 
endowment can be raised, and our work 
placed on a permanent basis. 

Three times during the past year has 
death invaded our tanks, ami carried 
away our brightest and best. We mourn 
the loss of Mr. Edmund W. Converse, 
who lias just been removed from our 
sight, as was also Mr. Edward P. Bond, 
several in mths ago. Those two men 
were among the original incorporators of 
the hospital, have served continuously on 
its board of trustees, and have always 
been of those who were its wisest coun- 
sellors and most generous benefactors. 
Duriug the autumn wo laid to rest Miss 
Mary Boyce, one of the most promising 
of our pupil nurses, who fell a victim to 
disease contracted in the discharge of 
her duty. These heavy losses emphasiz- 
tho gravity of our work, and the varied 
talent which it eulists. Neither the wise 
counselor, the priucely beuefactor, nor 
the devoted nurse cau be spared fr«>m 
our work without a loss that is keenly 
felt. Let us close up the ranks and, 
profiling by their example, find fresh in- 
centives to effort aud seivioe.

DEPRESSING THE TRACKS. 


Tho North Side Improvement Society 
has sent out numerous circulars, giving 
the report of its committee on railroads, 
in favor of depressing the tracks. The 
c onmittee are Messrs. John T. Lang- 
ford, A. R. Mitchell, N. H. Chadwick, E. 
J. H. Estabrooks and Geo. F. Hall, and 
the matter was brought before tho board 
of Aldermen Monday night, by a series 
of resolutions from the Improvement So- 
ciety, and by Messrs. Langford and 
Mitchell, who askod for a hearing, and it 
was granted for Tuerdiy evening, Jan. 
80th. 

The matter has been so thoroughly dis- 
cussed in former years that it would 
seem as though there was nothing new 
that could be said on the question, but 
as the former hearings were given to the 
ventilation of a plan for moving the 
tracks, and the aldermen of that time 
were deluged with a mass of figures and 
statistics showing that it would be much 
cheaper both for the road and the city to 
have the tracks moved, perhaps there is 
need of a hearing on the plan for depres- 
sion of the tracks. 

The movoment to move the tracks only 
succeeded in defeating any action, and is 
now given up as impracticable. Possi- 
bly if this last movement succeeds in 
patting off action for a few years, it will 
also be eiveu up as impracticable by 
those who are now most enthusiastic in 
its favor. 

The board of Aldermen under Mayor 
Hibbard visited a large number of cities 
aud found that even in New York city, 
of whose suuken tracks so much has 
been said, a force of engineers were at 
work upon a plan to do away with the 
tunnels and depressed tracks and have 
them elevated, and that the policy was 
everywhere to elevate the tracks. 

The city of Newton also expended 
some $0,000 in seeming a teport from a 
commission of three engineers, which 
examined the whole question and re- 
ported iu favor of elevating the tracks, 
as the best for the interests of the city, 
and the most practical plan. Possibly 
this report contains some information 
that would make iuterestiug reading for 
the hearing. 

One thing spoken of by thoBe opposing 
the elevation of the tracks may mislead 
people who are not familiar with the 
•plans. They talk about a great ridge 
through the city, makiog a barrier that 
could not be looked over, and gome give 
its iieight as 18 feet. The elevation 
would uot bo more than 14 feet, wo are 
informed, and it would average less thau 
that, as most of the streets are now 
graded up to the crossings, and could be 
lowered with advantage. Indeed, oue 
member of the city government which 
wont into the’ question so thoroughly, 
says that the elevation would be little if 
auy higher thau the tops of the board 
fences that now line the tracks. 

It would not be amiss to have the city 
engineer present at the hearing to tell 
the remonstrants just what is contem- 
plated, bo that there Deed be no mis- 
understandings, and no arguing against 
objectionable features which do not ex 
ist. 

The question has dragged along now 
for so many years that ita details ought 
to be familiar t-* all, and the grade cross- 
ings might as well be abolished by this 
city government as by a future one. 
The grade crossings are an intolerable 
nuisance, aud a constant source of dan- 
ger to every citizen that crosses them, 
and any means of getting rid of them 
would be welcome to the majority of 
the people of Newtou. 


A REMARKABLE OCCASION. 

The annual meeting of the corporation 
of the Newtou Hospital, held on Monday 
afternoon, was leully a noteworthy occa- 
sion. A stranger having no special per- 
sonal interest iu the institution could 
not fail to be interested in the reports 
presented, the addresses made, and the 
proceedings in general. The address of 
the president was upon a high plane of 
thought, aud the annual report of the 
trustees was written by oue who wields 
a graceful aud accurate pen. 

The Aid Society preieuted a com pre- 
give resume of the Hospital, from which 
auy oue cuu see as he reads it how this 
movement so feeble at first has swept 
along to its present success. The tribute 
to the late K. W. Converse was a beauti- 
ful one, both iu the formal report of the 
special committee and iu the numerous 
allusions to him iu reports and address- 


es. Tho treasurer was highly compli* 
montod upon tho accuracy of Ills book- 
keeping, and thanked for the great 
amount of labor he gives in his depart- 
ment The secretary and superintendent 
also came in for a largo share of praise 
for the excellent work they are doing. 

The former officers and trusteos woro 
reelected except in tho caso of vacan- 
cies which were filled. Tho proceedings 
from end to end woro freo from all jar- 
ring notes, and the new year of work was 
begun with high hope for tho prosperity 
of the institution even in hard times. 

Thero were two proposals of great in- 
terest, both of which will bear thinking 
over: One was to raise tho Endowment 
Fund from $15,000 to $100,000, and the 
other was to build a consumptives’ ward. 
Both of these schemes will no doubt bo 
accomplished after a while. Altogether 
Newtou has much reason to be proud of 
the Newton Hospital. 


Tub electiou of Mr. Eugene Fanning 
as overseer of the poor from Ward Five 
brings up the propriety of having a mem- 
ber of a firm which is largely interested 
in city contracts holding office for tho 
city. As is well known, Mr. Fanniug’s 
firm has been speci illy favored by the 
city hall authorities iu the matter of 
printing, so ttiat they received thousands 
of dollars of city money every voar, and 
they were very seldom put to the trouble 
of making a bid for tho work. A year 
ago the city couucil was so virtuous that 
several assessors who were engaged in 
local business were turned dowu aud Mr. 
Fanning was left off tho board on ac- 
count of the same rigid idea of wliai 
was proper. This year, however, things 
seem to have taken a different turn, nnd 
Mr. Fanning is put on again. It would 
seem that he should either give up the 
city contracts or his city office, and we 
can not undeistand why Mr. BilliDgs, 
who was in every way satisfactory, should 
have been left off. Of course, as a city 
official, and baviiig more or less to do 
with other city officials, there is a bond 
of sympathy which is not a disadvantage 
to a contractor who wants to do city 
work, and the action of the city couucil 
has giveu rise to much unfavorable com- 
ment. 


A very important matter was presented 
in the board of alderineu, Monday night, 
by a series of resolutions, asking the 
General Court for such legislation as would 
enable the city to sell street railway fran- 
chises by competitive bid or otherwise, 
and also exact an annual iucome from all 
street railways, to be fixed by a certain 
percentage on their gross receipts. The 
general feeling seems to be that it is foolish 
for cities to longer give away valuable 
franchises, by whloh private corporations 
can monopolize the streets for their private 
profit, and at the same time add largely to 
city expenses by the increased cost of 
keeping such streets in order, and by the 
necessity entailed for widening such 
streets, at a great cost to the city. The 
present plan is entirely in favor of the 
street railway companies. 


Mr. Thomas M. Ballet, superinten- 
dent of schools of Springfield, writes to 
the Boston Herald a letter, which is giveu 
on another page.suggesting Superintendent 
Aldrich of this city as the successor of Mr. 
Dickin*on as secretary of the state board 
of education. Mr. Ballet pays Mr. Al- 
dich a very high compliment, and ids letter 
shows how fortunate Newtou is in iiaviug 
such a man for superintendent of its 
schools. Our school system seems to be 
working so satisfactorily now that it would 
be unfortunate to have the condition of 
things disturbed by Mr. Aldrich’s being 
called to a higher posltiou, even though it 
would be to his advantage. 


Gen. Draper made au eloquent 
speech against the Wilson bill, from the 
staudpoiut of the highly protected manu- 
facturer, and as such it makes interest- 
ing reading. He states as one of tne 
cardinal principles of his belief that pro- 
tectionists must staud together or fall 
separately, and so lieu against the 
policy of makiDg free auy of the so- 
called raw materials. Congress is get- 
ting u large aud varied assortment of 
opinions on the tariff question, but a 
prompt and decisive settlement of the 
whole matter would do business more 
good thau mouths of talk. 


On motiou of Alderman Bothfeld 
legislation is to be asked for that will 
enable the city to coutrol the matter of 
placiug overhead wires iu conduits, and 
to compel two or more companies to use 
the same conduit, and pay a proportion- 
ate share of the cost of said oonduit. 
This is of the same general uature as the 
legislation asked for by the city of Cam- 
bridge. 


Tin-, late Joseph L. Stone left money to 
fouud a borne for Aged Men and Women 
iu Newtou, and ou Monday the matter 
! was brought up in the legislature on a 
; petition to have the Stoae Institute incur* 
purated, with authority to hold rcnl estate 
to the value of $lou.ooo, uud personal pro* 
petty to a like amount.

Rev. Dr. Shinn made a motion that the 
reports of the president, trustees, treas- 
urer, aid association and other papers 
be incorporated in the annual priuted re- 
port, also the report on the training 
school for nurses. 

Dr. E. P. Scales seconded this motion 
and it was voted. 

Hon. W. P. Ellison for the committee 
on nominations reported a list of officers 
for the ensuing year. The report was 
accepte i. x 

Rev. Dr. Lawrence moved that these 
names be submitted to vote and that Mr. 
Ellison cast ono vote for the corpora- 
tion. 

Rev. Dr. Calking wanted to suggest at 
this time that E. W. Converse, Jr., be 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of his father and offered to resign 
his place on the board of trustees to this 
end. 

President Leeson stated in reply that 
Mr. Converse had declined to accept that 
position at present, but might be willing 
to serve in that capacity at some future 
time. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn thought this an ap- 
propriate time to bear from the special 
committee appointed on the death of the 
late E. W. Converse. 

Rev. Dr. Calkins reported for that com- 
mittee. The annual meeting of the New 
ton Cottage Hospital Corporation con- 
venes today under the shadow of a sud- 
den and overwhelming bereavement. Ed- 
mund Winchester Converse, the former 
president of the corporation, the geuer- 
ous friend and supporter of the enter- 
prise from the beginning, and during the 
past year the donor, with another of our 
members, of the home for the nurses’ 
training school, has been removed from 
us to the Father’s homo ot many man- 
sions. None can realize more keenly 
than we the nature and extent of his 
services, now that we are preparing to 
celebrate, without his bodily presence, 
the completion of the building, to which 
he has given so generously with money 
and unwearied attention. We place on 
our records this grateful and affectionate 
tribute to one of the most public-spirited 
of our fellow citizens, and oue of the 
most faithful workers in Christ’s king- 
dom. Committee, Wolcott Calkins, 
Geo. W. Shinn, Lucius G. Pratt. 

Rev. Dr. Lawrence moved and it was 
unanimously voted that a oopy of the 
paper submitted be presented to the 
family of the deceased.

CHANGING THE NAME. 

The next business to come before the 
meeting was in regard to changing the 
corporate name as recommeuded by the 
trustees. 

Dr. Scales asked what the legtl as 
pects would be if such a change wan 
made. 

Secretary Travelli said Judge Lowell 
found no objection. 

Dr. Scales moved to make the change. 
In the discussion which followed, Rev. 
Dr. Calkins stated his preference for the 
present name as the buildings formed a 
serious of cottages, and Heemed most 
aptly desi nated by the term “Cottage” 
hospital. Rev. Dr. Shinn said the name 
was first derived from the English where 
small hospitals consisting of oue cottage 
and an attendant physician were com 
moti. But as it had so far outgrown the 
expectations of its founders aud had be- 
come a regulai hospital, it seemed desir- 
able to change the name. A practical 
objection h >d been suggested by the 
matron, that in advertising for nurses 
the title conveyed the impression of a 
small hospital W. P. Tyler preferred 
the present name, but should not object 
if the change was desirable. 

In response to a request Mr. Ellison 
stated that Judge Lowell had said a 
ebauge of uame would not affect legacies 
already made or those now resting in 
wills, only in the case of another 
"Cottage” hospital being established 
here, a very remote contingency. 

A unanimous vote was ih* u taken to 
change the name from “Newton Cottage 
Hospital” to “Newton Hospital.” 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Shinn the ex- 
ecutive committee were instructed to 
take necessary steps to make such 
change. 

CHANGING BY LAWS. 

A change was then made in Art. 4 of 
the by-laws, making the medical mem- 
bers of the executive committee, “ medi- 
cal directors.” 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Shinn a com- 
mittee on the printing of the anuuul re- 
port was selected as follows: C. I. 
Travelli, Dr. Francis Geo. Curtis aud Dr. 
S. L. Eaton; aud they were instructed 
to obtain a cut of the nurses’ home for 
use in the report. 

The report of the Newton Hospital 
A ill Association prepared by Mrs. Alvah 
Hovey, its president, was read by the 
secretary. 

At the suggestion of the president of 
the trustees the 

NEWTON HOHPITAL A1U ASSOCIATION 
presents a brief statement of its work 
for the past year. Wu are glad to re- 
port that notwithstanding diminished 


socUMon thin year has not fallen behind 
the receipts of past years. In the secre- 
tary’s report mention is made of dona- 
tions from individuals. and from various 
women’s associations, of larje quantities 
of wnrd supplies, including bed furnish 
ings, of towels, sheets, pillow slips, 
pillows, blankets and spieads, bed- 

E owns for men, womo and infants, 
lanket wrappers; for the dining room, 
glass and chiuu ware, trays, knives and 
forks, table cloths ami napkins; kitchen 
furnishiugs, rugs, Christmas gifts for 
patients; fruit, including cherries, pears, 
apples, otnnges and grapes: one hundred 
and twenty-five glasses of jelly; canned 
fruits aud preserves, flowers, vegetables, 
milk, ice cream, books, magazines, linen, 
cotton and flannel for bandages: invalid 
chair, rocking chair, reading chair, 
underwear, slippers, hose, boots, shoes, 
coats, neckties aud still other articles. 
These are gifts in addition to the articles 
purchased by the association from their 
funds. Many of them are of small 
money value, but they are always en- 
couraged; for the kind thought required 
for them increases the interest, felt in the 
hospital, and if they are graciously re- 
ceived there, they may prepare tbo way 
for largerigifts. The interest which has, 
after months or years led to a gift of a 
large sum oi money, has sometimes be- 
gun with a gift of a bunch of violets. 
These donations are also of value in 
giving occasion for persoual calls at the 
hospital, aud thus for the personal know- 
ledge of its practical working. 

The amount of money collected by the 
association during the past year was 
$04(1 52. The “Palmer Memorial House 
Fund.” started by a patient to express 
her gratitude by Miss Palmer’s sym- 
pathy and kindness, has amounted to 
$575. It has been this year paid to the 
treasurer of the hospital, towards the 
furnishing of a room in the Training 
School for Nurses, which shall per- 
petuate the memory of Miss Palmer’s 
wise and gentle labors. 

It is believed that the receipts in our 
treasury for the past year, indicate but a 
small part of the financial value of the 
Aid Association; for in the home, aud 
church, aud neighborhood, the officers 
aud directors have helped to create the 
public sentiment that has enlarged the 
Sunday collections and the private bene- 
factors as well. 

A brief review of the history of the 
Aid Association may be of interest. Be- 
fore the summer of 1SS5, several large 
hearted gentlemen had seen the need of 
providing assistance to the suffering 
poor, among whom should be mentioned 
with gratitude, Mr. R. M. Pulsifer of 
Auburndale; also the steadfast friend of 
the hospital from the very first, Rev. G. 
W. Shinn of Newton; and the wise un- 
selfish helpers, Dr. John Worcester aud 
E. A. Whistou, M. D. Inquiries had 
shown that the hospitals in Boston were 
already filled, so that they oould not 
pledge themselves to receive eveu the 
few patients then known among us in 
need of hospital care. Further inquires 
of physicians disclosed a larger number 
who ought to be in quiter, cleaner, better 
ventilated rooms thau they could com- 
mand at home. Iu view of these facts, a 
goodly number of wealthy friends, with 
much hesitation, fearing the fuli cost 
could not be met, were persuaded to 
promise money for the land and a modest 
building, in the hope that the ladies of 
the city would provide funds for its fur- 
nishings and to assist in its current ex- 
penses. To this service the ladies were 
summoned aud the Aid Association was 
formed iu the fall ot 1885. Ladies were 
appointed in each ward, each village, 
and later, in nearly every church, to 
solicit gifts of all the varied kinds that 
were in demand. Each year has shown 
a long list of such articles as have been 
enumerated. The collections of mouey 
have been as follows:

portion of the expense. And they 
pledge their co-operation as heretofore 
to the trustees in the support of the 
principles on which tbo liMapital was 
founded, namely, that it should seek 
neither to oopy nor rival the largo insti- 
tutions of lnrge cities, hut simply to meet 
the needs of the sick of this city; that it 
will see that the two principal schools of 
medicine are treated with equal con- 
sideration; that no difference of race, or 
religion, or color of skin, or social posi- 
tion shall hinder kind and skilful treat 
ment. They agree with the trustees in 
counting these principles a ti ust as sacred 
as the money given for their support and 
will cordially help in maintainig them. 

The suggestion therein regirding the 
addition of a ward for cousumpitives 
awakened some interest. 

Rev. Dr. Lawrence believed that por- 
tion should be referred to the executive 
committee for their special advisement- 

A discussion followed in which the 
president. Rev. Dr. Shinu and Dr. R. P. 
Loring participated. 

Mrs. Hovey stated that no thought 
of immediate action infiuoncod the sug- 
g stioti, but they hoped it would come 
iu the future. 

The motion of Dr. Lawrence was not 
put as the executive committee were 
declared sufficiently enlightened as to the 
wish of the corporation, and the meeting 
then adjourned.

But a still more important service thau 
the collection of gifts has beeu rendered, 
it is believed, io removing prejudice 
against hospital treatment. 

Among the officers aud directors them- 
selvos there was no little iguorauce aud 
needless fear as to the kindness and skill 
which patients would receive. Occa- 
sional visitiug for months or years were 
required before we learned the friendly 
care with which the poor ns well as the 
rich were treated, the skill of the physi- 
cians, the patience and geutleuess of the 
uurses; and since that time, we have 
been able to do something to correct 
misapprehensions iu our various locali- 
ties. When the rematk was made that 
a poor patient would be ueglected or 
treated harshly, while a wealthy oue 
would be tenderly cared for, we were 
able to give absuxauce tbat this was not 
true, if a surgical operation had beeu 
unsatisfactory, aud the skill at the hos- 
pital questioned, sometimes inquiry has 
showu tbat the patient disregarded 
orders, and if he suffered it was not the 
fault of the surgeon but his own. Some 
of the criticisms of hospital care have 
been fouud, upon inquiry, to be due to 
the iguorauce of the patient as to what 
constitutes good care: as in the case of a 
youug man who was ill with typhoid 
fever, and during the increase of the 
disease was allowed only milk for nour- 
ishment. lie bitterlv complained that 
he was nearly starved, that he had had 
nothing to eat, not a mouthful of meat 
or solid food for a fortnight. A little 
explanation of the amount of nourish 
ment iu a glass of good milk every two 
hours for the fortnight, quieted his fears 
while ill aud secured loud praises after 
his recovery. 

Many pleasant words of appreciation 
of the kind care received also come to 
Oue poor Gennau woman, the 
mother of four children, whose daily 
labor in washing aud house cleaning was 
the chief support of the family, was in 
the hospital a year or two ago for several 
weeks. She was cured, and speaks with 
tears of joy of the sympathy and kii d at- 
tention she received. Aud desiring to 
express her gratitude iu deed, aud hav- 
ing no mouey, she went into the woods 
with her older children, gathered such 
wild grapes as she could find, aud made 
them into jelly for the hospital. 

May we not hope that kind and suc- 
cessful treatment ot the suffering may 
by aud by do something towards remov- 
ing the distrust which the poor ofteu 
feel of the rich? 

The Aid Association is happy to report 
the youug people of our city ar>* catching 
the spirit of kind helptuluess to those iu 
need, aud by various euteriaiumeuts are' 
ready to share iu aiding them. 

The Aid Association beg leave to ask 
the attention of the tiusteeg to the need 
of suitable accommodations for consump- 
tives, either iu the en ctiuu of u small 
building for the purpose, of it thought 
wise, the use when needed, of oue of 
the present contagious wards. 

They also request the favor us hereto-

To tho Editor of the Boston Herald:— 

The resignation of Mr. John W. Dick- 
inson as secretary of the state board of 
education haft created a vacancy in an 
important position. 

The appointment of a successor is a 
matter of interest to all persons con- 
nected with the public schools or inter- 
ested in them. I do not know whether 
the board has in view any one definitely 
for the position, but I trust it m ly not 
bo regained as a thing unwarranted if I 
suggest the name of one who has been 
widely mentioned in connection with 
the vacancy by public school meu of the 
slate, anrl who, in my judgment, pos- 
sesses the peculiar qualifications re- 
quired iu this position as no other avail- 
able educator in the stite does. I refer 
to Supt. G. I. Aldrich of Newton. 

Mr. Aldrich has been for a good many 
years identified with some of the best 
school work of the state, is thoroughly 
familiar with modern educational 
thought, is a good schoUr, a man of 
good judgment, and has executive 
ability of a high order. 

The board of education has but little 
to do with the scnools of the larger cities 
of the state; it is the rural schools and 
the schools in the smaller cities which 
are its special charge. The new secre- 
tary ought therefore to be a person who 
is entirely familiar with the needs of 
these schools. I doubt If any ono avail- 
able for this position has had more suc- 
cessful experience in directing the work 
of this class of schools than Mr. Aldrich 
or is belter acquainted with their needs. 

The policy of the state board has been 
in the past needlessly conservative in 
some rospects, especially in regard to 
our normal schools. Our normal schools 
have beeu little more than academies up 
to very recent years, and none of them 
are even at present equipped to give the 
professional training given in the best 
normal schools of the country. None of 
them have sufficient facilities for prac- 
tice teaching to give training in the art 
of teaching. This defect iu these schools 
has led to the Establishment of "city 
training schools" in most of thb larger 
cities of the state within recent years, in 
order that trained teachers may be sup- 
plied to these city schools. It is hoped 
by the progressive superintendent" of 
the state that the uew secretary will be 
instrumental in having this defect reme- 
died so thoroughly that city training 
schools may be largely abandoned, and 
the larger cities may look to the state 
normal schools for their supply of 
trained teachers. This, as far as l have 
information, is the wish of normal school 
principals and teachers, as well as of 
superintendents. 

No one knows the needs of our normal 
schools better than Mr. Aldrich, and no 
one enjoys more the confidence of the 
teachers in these schools than he does. 

Furthermore, it is the hope of many 
that the new secretary will use his in- 
fluence in bringing about the establish- 
ment of a special normal school for 
teachers iu high schools and academies. 
Mr. Aldrich is known, through public 
utterances of bis, to be in sympathy 
with such a policy. 

Finally, I may say that the fact that 
Mr. Aldrich is a member of the board of 
education ought not to be regarded as an 
embarrassment in the way of* securing 
bis services, if they can be secured, for 
this important position. 

1 need not add that thi9 is written en- 
tirely without the knowledge of Mr. Aid- 
rich or that of any of his friends, and 
entirely without any knowledge, on my 
own part, as to whether he would be 
willing to accept such responsibilities or 
not.

Death of Captain E. C. Soule. 

By the death of Capt. E. C. Soule, 
which occurred last Saturday at his 
home on Walnut Park, Newton luges one 
of its most esteemed citizens. 

He was born at Freeport, Me., June 4, 
1820, and in early life followed the sea. 
In 1800 he became engaged in ship build- 
ing at South Freeport, in company with 
his fathers and brothers, and the ships 
launched at their yard were honestly and 
thoroughly built aud noted for their fioe 
sailing qualities. 

He becime a citizen of Newton in 1881, 
having retired from active business, re- 
taining only the management o? his sev- 
eral vessels, whose affiirs he conducted 
with signal ability up to bis death. 

He was a director and a large share- 
holder in tbe Boston Marine Insurance 
Co, In 1885, he was un animously elected 
an alderman from Ward One, aud de- 
clined a re election. Beyond ibis, bis 
life has been a quiet and retiring one. 
He was a man of most kindly nature and 
genial disposition, generous in impulse, 
and eDj >yiog tbe fullest confi ience of ali 
who kuew him for his high sense of 
honor and integrity. In tLis respect the 
life of Capt. Soule is ud enduring exam- 
ple. The mere intimation of a poi-sibil- 
ity of crookedness or lack of directness 
in bus’ness dealing was sufficient to 
arouse his indignation. Never could a 
man live a more strictly honest life than 
wa? his. 

Few men were better informed on gen- 
eral matters and few men could as read- 
ily aud so agreeably imp rt information 
toothers. Ouo of his chief ei j >yments 
; was his fine library and he used it to no- 
! ble purpose. 

Tiie funeral cererrouies were held at 
i his late residence on M rnd *v last and 
were largely attended. Rev. Mr. Horn 
brooke conducted the service and the 
Rnggles Street Quartet supplied the 
music, which was beautifully and touch- 
iDgly rendered. 

Tnere were man? ti >ral designs and an 
abundance of cut Mowers. 

The family, accompanied bv Mr. Horn- 
brook**, 'took tbe body to Freeport, ou 
Tuesday, where services and iuteiment 
took place. A widow and eight childreu 
survive bim.

The total uumber of vacoiuaiioua for 
the three days was 729. On Weduesday 
there were 185; Thuisday, 308; Friday, 
170. 

Tbe first series of vacotuations num- 
bered ouly about 300, which gives u 
grand total of those vaccinated at the 
tree statious of about 000.

BOW IT COMPARKS WITH OTIIKU SUBURB 
AN INSTITUTIONS. 


TUB SECRETARY'S SALARY INCREASED —

The Boston Herald gives an interest- 
ing comparison of the suburban hospi- 
tals, in which the Newton Hospital 
makes a very favor ihlo showing, nnd the 
summary of facts and ligiues will be 
interesting, giving so mnch information 
in a small compass. The Herald says: 

The Newton C ittago Hospital, or, as 
it must now be known since the recent 
annual meeting, the Newton Hospital, is 
the laigest and moat thoroughly 
equipped of any of the suburban institu- 
tions. The original building lias been 
surrounded by wings and additions until 
it forms the smallest division of the 
structure. It maintains all the depart- 
ments of a thoroughly equipped hospi- 
tal. 

The cost of tha buildings and the land 
on which they rest was $53,443, but the 
special pride of tho institution is the 
new home for nurses, the gift of L. G. 
Pratt and E. W. Converse, which will 
cost $20 000 and has accommodation for 
40 nurses. It is the finest buildiug of its 
size for its purpose that has yet been 
constructed. When the nurses of the 
training school — of whom there are 23 at 
present — occupy the uew building it will 

{ five much needed room in the old build- 
ng for private patients. The expense 
of the hospital for 1803 was $18,842 68. 

This institution is especially fortunate 
in the relatively liberal provision which 
the city of Newton makes for its poor 
patients. It pays $10 a week for all 
which it sends there, and makes up any 
deficiency less than $10 which the 
patient may not be able to pay. 

The city appropriation for 1893 was 
$4000; but the number of city patients 
cared for by the hospital during 1693 was 
sufficient to warrant the city in appropri- 
ating $5000 for 1894, and this sum has 
already been granted. 

There are two other notable items in 
the list of receipts. The contribution of 
the churches on “hospital Sunday” 
amounted to $5443.10. The first collec- 
tion in 1885 gave only $1048.02; in 1888, 
however, it had increased to $2250.91, A 
special attempt at raising money 
through this channel was made in 1890, 
and $3537.35 was collected. In 1892 tbe 
trustees set out to raise $10,000 from the 
churches, and succeeded in raising the 
handsome total of $6140.15. Last year 
they aimed to get $7000 and realized 
$5843.19. 

The seejnd notable item is the receipts 
from tbe treatment of patieuis and the 
services of nurses outside the hospital, 
amounting to $8089.10. Of this sum, 
$5703 45 came from the patients and 
$2385.65 from outside work of the 
nurses. The earnings of the hospital 
the first year were $394.66. The best 
record was in 1892, when the earnings 
were $9430 91. This great increase over 
the previous year was largely due to the 
increased revenue from the Training 
school. Tbe hospital has an endowment 
of $15 0C0. 

When tbe reader turns to the credit 
side of the treasurer’s account a marked 
difference is observed in the amount 
paid for the services of matrou, nurses 
and help as compared with the corre- 
sponding item at the Cambridge Hospi- 
tal. Tbe average number of patients is 
substantially the same in both institu- 
tions, yet the cost of service in Cam- 
bridge was $9970 54, and ia Newton but 
$5503 02, This is the more remarkable 
when it is seen that the cost of pro- 
visions and groceiies was substantial'y 
the same. The difference between the 
amount expended for medical supplies, 
too, was only $25. This would seem to 
show the advantages of a training 
school, not only as a means of revenue, 
but as a measure of economy. 

The total running expenses of the 
Newton Hospital are given at $18,84i 68. 
In this amount is an item for general re 
pairs and alterations amounting t > 
$2944 59, which should be deducted if a 
comparison is to be instituted with Cam- 
bridge. This gives the actual running 
expenses in Newton as $15,898 09, as 
against $19,917 39 in Cambridge, 

The Current expenses at Newton tbe 
first year — 1886— were $1889 60. In 1890 
they were $14)44.70, and there has been 
an increase of about $3000 every year 
since. The expenses this year exceed 
those of last year by $3770. The aver- 
age cost of patients per week is $12, 
baaed on the' actual ruuuing expenses, 
a id $14 40 if the general repairs and 
alterations eliminated in the Cam- 
bridge returns are hero included. 
The total number of patients treated was 
446 and the average number of inmates 
25 1 2. 

The Newton Hospital dads an able 
assistant in the Ladies’ Hospital Aid As- 
sedation, which has a membeiship of 
about 500 persons from whom an annual 
fee of $2 each is collected. In 1893 tbe 
associat on raised $946 52, and expended 
their funds for furuisbiugs and needed 
supplies for the institution. 


Vaccination Stories. 

I beard the other day an anecdote iu 
connection with the school vaccinations 
which physicians will appreciate huge 
ly. Cue of the young doctors was vacci- 
nating tbe school ohildren, ptheu he 
came to a little girl who bad been vacci- 
nated a week or two previous. The 
doctor told her sbe would have to sub- 
mit to tbe process again. Next day the 
child’s father, who is a physician also, 
accompanied the little girl to the school 
to see about it. 

“Sbe has been vaccinated before, I 
know,” said tbe young doctor to the old 
one: “but it will have to be done over 
again. The vesicles aren't large 
enough.” 

“Why. man, ’’exclaimed tbe astonished 
father, “you dou’t suppose tbe board of 
health specify the 8 : zo of the vesicles, 
do you?” — Boston Post.

The school board met Wednesday 
evening at Newtonvillo nnd Chairman ,1. 
Edward Hollis presided in the absence 
of the mayor. 

The roll call found all present except 
Messrs. Knapp, Drew and Ward and the 
reading of the reoords was continued. 

A paper whs received from the board 
of health, relative to the use of pencils 
in tho public schools, which road as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas in the opinion of this hoard 
the present custom relative to the indis- 
criminate use of pencils by children in 
tho public schools is dangerous to the 
public health, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the school committee 
be respectfully requested to take some 
action in regard to its discontinuance.” 

There was no discussion and the com- 
munication was referred to the superin- 
tendent for investigation with a lequest 
to report the result of tbe same to the 
school board. 

Mr. Brackett presented the resignation 
of Miss Miana A. Nickerson of the 
Underwood sohool, which was accepted. 

An order was then introduced appoint- 
ing Miss Cora E. Davis, kindergartener 
in the Underwood school at a salary of 
$500. 

Mrs, Davis presented an older by the 
passage of which Miss Catheiine Haley 
was appointed assistant in the Pierce 
school at a salary of $6^0. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The report of Superintendent Aldrich 
reviewed the progiesi in nature study 
since the employment of an ex ra science 
teacher had allowed Mr. Goodwin to 
devote to it more of his time. Teachers 
of the seventh and ninth grades were 
given 1 12 hours instruction each week 
in laboratory work, and it was hoped 
later on to repeat this with the pupils. 

Several books were recommeuded to 
the consideration of the text book com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Martin’s order that the recom- 
mendations be refeired to the committee 
on text books was passed. 

Mr. Smitb of the text book committee 
said they had already considered one 
recommendation, and .an order was 
introduced and passed, that W. C. 
Boyden’s “First Beok in Algebra” be 
adopted for use in tbe schools. 

Mr. Boyden submitted an order which 
passed, that the Riverside Literature 
Seiies, “Classics for Children” and 
“Spaulding’s Guide to the Study of Com- 
mon Plants” be adopted for use in the 
schools. 

TUB FINANCES. 

Mr. Bond of the finance committee 
made his monthly report of expendi- 
tures and disbursements and thereafter 
submitted au order which passed, ap- 
propriating $13 687.48 for school ex- 
penses during January. 

Mr. Hale presented an order that the 
salary of Janitor Randall of tbe Wade 
school be placed at $30 per month. In 
explanation he said that was the usual 
rice paid and the care of another room 
ad just been added to his work. 

The matter was referred to the finance 
committee who reported in its favor, 
and it was passed. 

Mr. Ober presented an order allowing 
Miss Dora A. Allen, assistant at tbe 
Williams school, leave of absence for the 
balance of the school year without loss 
of salary, on account of illness. 

The sum of $150 was appropriated to 
purchase reference books for use in the 
High school. 

A WISE EXPEDIENT. 

Mr. M ison presented an order at this 
time, which seems a wise move, that 
wherever in tbe judgment of the super- 
intendent a temporary teacher is needed 
in any of the schools that he be em- 
powered with the sanction of the finance 
committee to employ such assistance. 

Mr. Boyden asked if that order would 
apply to any but the year 1894. 

The chairman stated that if the order 
ptssed it would remain in force until it 
was rescinded. 

M . Mason wished it understood this 
was only for temporary assistance. 

The order passed. 

Mr Mason then submitted a supple- 
mentary order, that when the number of 
pupils in a kindergarten school exceeds 
20 the superintendent and finance com- 
mittee be empowered to employ an as 
sistant teacher at a salary of $30 per 
month. 1‘assed. 

SALARY INCREASED $200. 

Mr. Smitb made a motion that the 
salary of the secretary of the board be 
fixed at $650. Be understood there was 
more or less clerical work for the super- 
intendent, which was paid by special ap- 
propriation, and* performed by the 
secretary. 

Mr. Boyden believed tbe matter should 
be referred to tbe Bounce committee and 
this disposition was made. 

After a short recess, Chairmau Hollis 
called the board to order again and Mr. 
Bond of the finance committee reported 
on the reference just made to that com- 
mittee. 

He said the committee had been con- 
sidering an increase in tbe sal try paid 
Mis. Sherwood. 

They had felt that duties so onerous 
and so e .tremely well pm formed, merited 
appreciation, and that they had decided 
that $700 saDry would be none too 
much. 

Tbe $700 figure was therefore substi- 
tuted for $050 and passed unanimously. 
Tbe board adjourned.

Supt. Aldrich gets mud her compli- 
mentary mention for the position of 
Secretmy of the stato bond of educa- 
tion, from Supt. Brckwi h of Adams, 
which will be inteiesting .to his fiiei ds 
iu Newton. The letter is as follows: 

To tlie Editor of tlie PosK n Herald:— 

Public school m< u are naturally await- 
ing with much interest the election of a 
secretary <d the state board of educa- 
tion, although, of couise, no one would 
expect that body to act in such an im- 
portant ma ter sithont the most mature 
deliberation. I know of no reason why 
they should not follow I ho « xa ople set 
by Supt. Bailiff of Springfield, and de- 
clare their opinions upon the matter, so 
far as such opinions may have been 
formid. The suggestion of the name ol 
Mr. George 1. Aldrich, at present super- 
intendent of the Newton schools, made 
in your columns bv Mr. Balliet, is one 
entitled to respectful and serious con- 
sideration; and, fuithermore, it has 
seemed to me that it is one well adapted 
to grow iu favor. There is no man en- 
gaged in public school work in Massa- 
chusetts more widely known than Mr. 
Aldrich, and the fact time this wide 
acquaintance already exists is an ad- 
ditional reason for the consideration ol 
his name by the board. A man so le- 
latrd by wide and excfptionally agree- 
able acquaintance to tbe present situa- 
tion, and so acceptable by reason, not 
only of bis professional equipmt nt, but 
also of attractive and tactful personal 
qualities, would certainly enter upon tbe 
work of the office under exceedingly 
favorable auspices. 

Mr. Aldrich is also a man iu the prime 
of vigorous and active life, with a recoid 
of successful mid acceptable service in 
whatever he has undertaken. He has 
already had much experience in institute 
and convention work, and is a most 
agreeable and instructive public speaker 
The fact that he is himself a member of 
the state board of education should not 
deter his associates from tendering him 
the appointment, if, upou deliberation, 
they are convinced of the wisdom ami 
propriety of such a step. In so doing, 
they have a most excellent precedent, 
for Horace Mann was a member of the 
first board of education, when he was 
elected the fiist secretary. 

The spirit of the new secretary is a 
matter more important than his attitude 
upon specific qnesiions of school policy. 
That Mr. Aldrich is progressive, con- 
siderate and helpful; that be would be 
disposed to do justice to the reasonable 
demands of the small and poor towns of 
the commonwealth; that he would look 
to the futurp, rather that to mere pre- 
cedent, for the guiding principle of hlH 
public course— all these things will 
readily be admitted by those wbo know 
him, and. in connexion with the other 
qualifications which have been men 
tioned, they constitute no mean equip- 
ment for efficient labor in our education- 
al vineyard. 

This communication is written with- 
out any information whatever regarding 
the action already taken by the boird, 
without any knowledge of Mr. Aldrich’s 
possible attitude toward the proposed 
action, and without any pnjudice 
against any other name that may have 
been mentioned.

The Concord Grope. 

Fifty years ago or more, Mr. Ephiaim 
Bull, the son of au Englishman, as the 
name implies, came to Concord from 
BostoD, to better his health, and carry 
on his employment of goldbeater, in 
which be employed a few hands. The 
Thoreaus were still making pencils or 
dealing in plumbago, at the other end of 
tbe village, when Mr. Bull set up his 
shop and planted his garden in the east 
quarter, on the road to Lexington, and 
next door to the Alcott-IIawthorne 
grove and garden. He found outdoor 
life better for bis weak chest than con- 
finement to the shop, and so began to 
raise flowers and plant grape seeds to 
form a new variety, out of the wild river 
grapes that weie abundant in Concord 
and Belford. In this be succeeded so 
weU that before 1850 he had created tie 
present Concord grape,— perhaps the 
must widely plauted of all species of the 
vine iu the world. The new grape 
spread swiftly West and South, and 
found central New York, Ohio, Missouri 
aud California specially suited to its 
culture. Concord was not,— for only 
once «u two or three years weuld the 
frost allow it to ripen so perfectly as it 
does every year in New York and Ohio. 
Tbe Concord hills were planted with it, 
notwithstanding, and much money was 
made by tbe grape growers in the years 
of high price,— say from 1860 to 1880. 
But of late the better grapes of the New 
York lakes have so filled the market and 
lowered tbe price that the Concord 
farmers have aug op their vines or let 
them run to waste. Two years ago, in a 
visit to Mr. Boutwell at Groton, he 
showed me a fine crop of the Concord 
grape, which he said was hardly worth 
gathering. 

Before this end came to a flourishing 
industry, Mr. Bull, now advanced in 
years, undertook to make a fresh crea- 
tion,- -a grape that should have all the 
good qualities of the Concord, but 
should ripeu a week or two earlier, and 
escape the Concord frosts. He succeed- 
ed, as he thought, aud expended large 
sums to put his new grape on the mar- 
ket; but his day had gone bv,— his new 
creation did not please like bis old, and 
in tbe venture he had lost his little 
capital. Since then he has dwelt aloue 
amid his hollyhocks aud the roses aud 
lemon-trees of his small greenhouse, 
uutil a fall from his ladder last autumn, 
as be was climbing on his cottage-roof, 
at the age of 87, to mend it, has made 
him helpless, and laid him on his death- 
bed. His friends are caring tor him in 
bis honorable poverty, and he may soon 
be removed, if living, to the comfortable 
“Home for the aged” which has been 
provided for such cases. I called to see 
him a few days since, aud found him as 
eloquent as formerly, — ior with his 
practical taleut, be had a gift of rhetori- 
cal speeob, which made him at one time 
an important person iu the politics of 
Couoord and Massachusetts. That was 
before the war, and iu the pec uliar days 
of Govs. Gardner aud Banks. The 
latter, though 10 yean younger than Mr. 
Bull, feels the iutfrniities of age mental- 
ly, even more, aud can uo longer go 
about without a companion.— Spring- 
field Republican.

Why Abolish Grade Crossings. 

To the Kdttor of the Unarmc: 

Newton is comfronted today with one 
of the gravest of problems, namely,— 
"What is to be done with our grade 
crossing*,’” 

In the solution of this problem, there 
cannot but be a wide diversity of opin- 
ion aB to what is really the best and 
wisest course to pursue. 

Having been a resident of this City for 
more than twenty years and during that 
time, a close observer of all matters bear- 
ing upon the question of transportation, 
both steam and electric, I feel that it 
would not be outof place to give my own 
individual views, which in some respects, 
differ from any yet advanced. 

It seems to be a settled fact that the 
majority of our oitizms, on the north 
side of the City particularly, favor the 
abolition of these crossings. It is also a 
recognized fact, ihat the Boston & Al- 
bany Rill road Company favor but one 
plan, and that is the elevating of tho 
tracks, doing this work in a substantial, 
but not necessarily an extravugaut man- 
ner, or attractive to the eye. 

Depression of the tracks has many ob- 
jections, not the least of which is the 
inoreased cost. 

The scheme to turn the line of the 
road to tie northward, while favored by 
many, has not as yet aroused the enthu- 
siasm that was exuocted of it by its pro- 
jector, neither did it meet with any 
favor in the eyes of the railroad people. 
These are all of the plans yet projected 
as far as I know, but there is one more 
that I wish to bring forward and before 
doing so, 1 will first state, that if I un- 
derstand the matter rightly, the whole 
object of this proposed abolition of grade 
crossings is for the protection of life and 
limb, or in other words, to prevent acci- 
dents. 

Now, I would like to invite the atten- 
tion of our citizens to this question. 
What is the main element of Uaitger at 
these crossings? 

The answer must be express trains and 
there might be added also the freight, 
gravel and construction, or wrecking 
trains, many of which go sailing through 
Newtou at u speed which is truly fright- 
ful. 

What trains do the gatemeu at our 
crossings stand in the greatest fear of? 
Is it not the very ones I have mentionee? 
Of course it is. 

Do they fear the looal trains that stop 
at every station? No, there is little dan- 
ger from them. 

Now, here is the key to the whole 
matter. Do away with ail but looal 
trains on the present location an i then 
there will be no need of ruining the ap- 
pearance of our city bv a wall of earth, 
upon which are t > be run at all hours of 
the day and night, a continual string of 
trains, disturbing the peace and quietude 
of our homes with the noise aud dust 
they create. 

Yes, Mr. Editor, my plan is to remove 
all but looal trains from the present loca- 
tion, take up the two northerly tracks 
betwoen Faneuil and Auburndale, laying 
them praotioally in accordance with the 
plau proposed by our esteemed towns- 
man, Mr.Langford.and run all expresses, 
freights, eto. by the northerly route. 

I believe that the expense of this plan 
would not be one half that of raising a 
four traok road through our villages, let 
alone entirely the inconvenience which 
both the railroad company and its pat- 
rons generally must suffer while the 
work is in progress. 

The work of laying out the northerly 
route could he done without the least in- 
terference with the regular traffic, the 
connections at either end eould he made 
in one night aud lo! the work is doue. 

1 leave the details of this scheme to 
others. I simply give you the idea uud 
if it has any supporters, let us hear from 
them. 

One thiug more. 

It is the opiuion of oitizmis generally, 
that the widening of Washington street 
is one of those necessary mo inures, which 
should receive eaily attention ou the 
part of our city government. Now thou, 
comes in the secoud part of my plau, 

Buy the laud now occumed hy the 
two northerly tracks of the railroad and 
include it with the presort street. Take 
also the laud lying betweeu the railroad 
pioperty and our present Washington 
street and throw it all into one grand 
avenue, laid out after the boulevard 
plan aud we secure to ourselves and our 
descendants, cue of the most beautiful 
of parkways, the pride of the whole oity. 

The writer is firmly of the opiulou 


that steam will eventually give way to 
eleotrioily. for the operation of trains. 
The next few years will doubtless show 
a grest advance in the use of this new 
power and the Boston and Albany Rail 
road will not allow themselves to he be- 
hind the times, when the system Is s * fsr 
developed as to be shown to be fessible. 

Wheu this key comes, It will not he 
necessary to run trains consisting of sev- 
eral cars, at intevals of thirty minutes on 
the aveiage, but single or double cars 
can be run eveiv few minutes, as travel 
may demand. When the day comes for 
this system, there will be no mote dan- 
ger at a highway crossing in Newton 
than there is now when an eleotiic car 
crosses an intersecting street. 

Until then. I think we can take our 
chances at these crossings with simply 
local trains, running on but two tracks, 
to look out for. To sum up, I will sim- 
ply say that in my judgment, 

1. The ubo'ition of grade crossings in 
Newton is not n-cessarv except for trains 
that make no stop at our stations. 

2. The removal of the exoress tracks 
to the northerly loovion, will save time, 
inconvenience and a large outWy of capi- 
tal. 

3. By utilizing the land now oompled 
hy these tracks aud including the same 
in our present Washington street, we 
have accomplished its widening in a 
practical way and at a mode rite expen- 
diture. 

I sincerely trust that ueither the Rail- 
road company, nor our city authorities, 
will act hastily io the matter of abolish- 
ing our grade crossings and honestly br- 
lieve that if the sentiment of the commit 
nity cannot be obtained in a public meet 
ing of our citizens, then it should be 
decided by popular vote. 

I, for one, do not believe that any ci i- 
z-n of Newton wants to see the tracks 
raised, but bo feels the importance of 
separating the grades somehow and that 
there is peihaps no better way. 

In other words, he swallows the pill, 
even if it adds to, rather than adeviat-s 
his sufferings. The plan I propose is 
the simplest yet devised and the leaRt ex- 
pensive for all concerned. 

If it has at least a reasonable amount 
of consideration, the writer will feel that 
his time has not been wasted.

THE SECRETARY BIRO. 

•The Cool Manner In Which It Kills a Snake, 
Its Natural Frey. 

As soon as the secretary bird, or 
snake eater, of South Africa discovers 
a unake, it advances toward it without 
hurry aud without hesitation, and when 
within striking distance it immediately 
elevates its crest and tho feathers of the 
neck, and without losing any time do- 
livers a blow with its foot. If theBnako 
has avoided tile blow and attempts to 
strike back, the bird interposes a wing, 
thus receiving the deadly fangs harm- 
lessly upon the long feathers and im- 
mediately strikes again. 

The fight is then virtually over, for 
if the secretary gets in a single blow 
the snake’s back is broken, and the bird, 
lightningliko, plants its foot firmly, on 
the reptile’s neek and head, pressing 
them into the ground, while it delivers 
the coup de grace with its beak, aud 
then deliberately swallows the snake 
whole, beginning at the tail, and just 
before the head disappears, giving it an 
enthusiastic parting rap on the ground. 

But there is nothing refined about the 
secretary bird’s appetite, for one writer 
says he found inside one tlireo serpents 
“as long ns his arm.” 11 lizards 7 
inches long, 21 tortoises ahont 2 inches 
in diameter, “besides a large quantity 
Df grasshoppers and other insects, ” or 
in other words, 7 '.< feet of snnke, 6^ 
Df lizard. 8‘£ ot tortoise ami say a yard 
of miscellaneous trifles! 

The secretary bird is protected by the 
capo authorities for tho immenee pnhlic 
benefit it confers in eating poisonous 
snakes, aud a penalty is attached by 
law to its destruction. And if it were 
necessary hundreds of eyewitnesses 
could ho called to prove its right to tho 
title of serpentarius. Curiously enough, 
too, this bird may ho trained, nnd is 
trained, to protect poultry yards, not 
only from snakes, which are too fond of 
eggs, hut from other birds of prey. — St. 
James Budget. 

Playing Cards. 

Tho invention of playing cards has 
been attributed to tho Chinese, Hindoos, 
Arabians and Romans, but cards as 
now used were invented by Jacques 
Gringouneur, a painter, in Paris in the 
fourteenth century. They were sup- 
posed to have been first made for the 
amusement of Charles VI of France, 
who was deranged. Tho French had 
particular names for tho 12 court cards. 
The four kings were David, Alexander, 
Ciesar and Charles; tho four queens, 
Angine, Esther, Judith and Pallas; the 
four knaves or knights, Ogier the Dane, 
Lancelot, La Iliro and Hector do Gar- 
land. Cards seem originally, however, 
to have been tuken to England direct 
from Spain, having probably been in- 
troduced into that country by tho Moors; 
the clubs, in Spanish cards, not being 
trefoils as with us, but cudgels*— that is, 
bastos — the spades or swords, eepndas. 
They were at first stamped from wood 
blocks in outline and filled in by bund, 
but after the inveution of engraving the 
best artists engraved them on copper 
and struck them off at once. Colum- 
bines were spudes; rabbits, dubs; pinks, 
diamonds, and roses, hearts. Human 
figures opposed to thoso of flowers and 
animals were the ancestors of court 
cards. — Brooklyn Eugle.

GENIUS IS INDIFFERENT. 


furrountllngN Hava Naught to Du With (he 
Tliraatl of Thought. 

It might lie conjectured perhaps that 
Scott's and Byron's genius was favored 
by the circumstances of their birth, 
that the wild scenes in which Scott’s 
infancy was passed, and the local leg- 
ends with whit h Ids head was filled do 
termined him to ballad writing, and 
that tho ballad writing led nttfurHllyin 
Its turn to romance. void that the high 
station and nudisi i^lined liberty ol 
Byron's childhood fostered that passion- 
ate self will and brooding imagination 
which showed themselves in his fierce, 
•cornfnl and moody verse. This, we 
say, might perhaps he conjectured with 
some probability, nnd the like might be 
said of Wordsworth’s infnncy. 

But how shall we maintain that the 
conditions of Keats’ cockney birth in a 
livery stable or Ids education in a dis- 
eecting room favored the growth of that 
most delicate and rich type or almost 
Hellenic clearness and beauty of imag- 
ination? And how shall we maintain 
that Dickens’ menial task in the cork- 
ing of blacking bottles fostered the 
growth of that wonderful humor and 
that microscopic accuracy of vision 
Which filled the world with Inughter 
and with inimitable cnricutnre such as 
no comedy, not even Moliere’s, had an- 
ticipated ? 

Again, who would have ventured to 
predict that a wild, despotic. Irish evan- 
gelical spirit like Patrick Bronte, ban- 
ished to the bleakest of Yorkshire moors, 
would have been the father of children 
so eager, original nnd vivid in their rev- 
eries as those who eventually produced 
the unique passion of Ellis and Cmrer 
Bell’s genius? So far as we know any- 
thing of the origin of genius, thut ori- 
gin is usually a surprise. 

it is tho rare exception, and not the 
rule, when we find Chatham succeeding 
in producing such a hothouse flower as 
William Pitt, or James Mill succeeding 
in elaborating a specimen more perfect 
than himself of a thinker of his own 
type, in the studious, diligent, diffuse, 
lucid and rather dreary logician and 
economist who left his mark on the 
Englisii philosophy of tho third quarter 
of this century. Nor do we ever find in 
rare instances of this sort the higher 
kinds of original genius. Pitt nnd John 
Stuait Mill were considerable triumphs 
of training for a purpose, but that pur- 
pose was a very limited cne and bad 
none of the largeness nnd freshness of 
vitality which attaches to original gen- 
ius. — London Spectator. 


Negro SuperNt it Ioiih. 

Among the superstitions of southern 
negroes are those which make it a most 
unfavorable thing to see a black cat 
crossing one’s path, or to turn back 
without making a "cross” in the street, 
road or path. The belief in witches 
is perhaps more general than any other, 
and an ex-congressman tells of a case in 
thik section within the past 30 years in 
which a witch was killed in a very 
strange fashion. A negro called ou u 
witch doctor, a very old woman, and 
was told that the cause of the trouble 
was u witch and that she must be kill- 
ed; that the only way possible to thus 
put lier out of the way was to go into 
tho woods and cut the figure of a per- 
son on tho bark of a big pine tree, mark 
a cross on the body and shoot this with 
a Bilver bullet, the cross representing 
tho witch’s heart. The shooting was 
duly done in the presence of quite a 
number of persons. This occurred in 
tho northern part of this county. Ce- 
dar balls are carried in tho pockets as 
a protection against witches. The ne- 
gro belief in these is certainly fully 
matched by that of white men who car- 
ry in their pockets buckeyes and Irish 
potatoes, or who wear thick iron rings 
on their fingers as a preventive of rheu- 
matism. — Cor. Washington Star.

A PRACTICAL VIEW. 


The real fact about the grade crossing 
situation is that there is no law to com- 
pel the Boston A Albany to depress their 
tracks if they do not choose to do so. 
The city might voto in favor of it, a com- 
mission might recommend it, and yet the 
railroad officials could sit still and do 
nothing. They have refused so far to 
listeu to any plan for depressing the 
tracks, and if they continue in this atti- 
tude the only thing Newton can do is to 
seek aid from the legislature, and possi< 
bly it might secure it, but judging from 
the attitude of the present Senate, and 
from the records of past legislatures, 
Newton would be a very ancient city be- 
fore it secured such legislation. There 
are strong arguments for aud against de- 
pression, but what is the use of heiriugs 
and agitations unless they can have some 
practical result. If any of the men who 
are advocating depression have any as- 
surance that the Boston & Albany would 
entertain the plan, it might be well to 
have hearings, otherwise it is a mere 
waste of breath. This is the opinion of 
those who are best acquainted with the 
position of President Bliss, aud who are 
posted on the influecce exerted by rail- 
roads. It is merely a choice between 
evils, and in our opinion tbo grade cross- 
ings are such a nuisance, and such a con- 
stant source of danger, that any plan of 
getting rid of them is preferable to leav- 
ing them as they are. In justice to last 
year's board of aldermen, it should be 
said t!bat they were ready to settle the 
question six months ago, but President 
Bliss refused to agree to their views 
about bridges, and one or two other 
points. 


hospitals. Its management compares 
most favorably with the best of them, 
and in many ways it h is led tho way in 
important branches of hospital work, 
and in showing show such an institution 
in a small city can be successfully man- 
aged. 

Thk interesting fact is mado public 
that it is not the coal mine owners, but 
the coal carrying railroads that have 
hired a large and expensive lobby to at- 
tend the sessious of Congress and to 
fight the free coal provision of the Wil- 
son bill.

Newton will be well represented at 
the, sessions of the National Board 
of Trade at Washington the pres- 
ent week. Hon. Alden Speare repre- 
senting the Chamber of Commerce, Hon, 
J. R Leesou representing the Merchants 
Association aud Hon. Edward H. Has- 
kell representing the Paper Trado As- 
sociation. It is interesting to note that 
of the six delegates from Missachusotts 
in attendance, thiee of' them are resi- 
dents of Newton Centre. 


The annual report of the state board 
of education pays a high compliment to 
Mr. John W. Dickinson for his faithful 
work iu the service of the state, which 
is all very true, but the public can not 
help feeling that the board is acting 
rather hypocritically, as they actually 
forced him to resign and then try to 
smooth it over by saying what every one 
knows to be true, regarding the great 
value of his services. 


A Correspondent presents to day a 
plau for removing the express and 
freight tracks to a more northeily loca- 
tion, ami leave the local tracks as they 
are, and thinks that this will solve the 
grade crossing problem. In other words 
he would have two lines of railroad*, 
not a half mile apart, instead of one, 
and thus double the d auger aud noise 
and confusion. Whether the oorth side 
residents would approve this is doubt- 
ful. He also aigues that the local trains 
will probably soon be run by electricity, 
aud would therefore be uo more danger- 
ous at a street crossing than the present 
oleotric cars are at a similar place. If 
the same rate of speed was maintained 
in both cases, tho danger would of 
couise be the same, but we feir the 
writer means to be sarcastio when he us 
sumes that electric cars run at a high 
rate of speed do not add a very serious 
element of danger to our stieets. The 
many fatal accidents from West End 
cars in Boston would seem to show this. 
Probably our correspondent meaus that 
if people can get aloug with electric cars 
in the streets, they ought not to com- 
plain of a few steam railroad grade 
crossings. 


At the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Co. recently held in New 
York, Mr. Jos, W. Stover, formerly of 
Newton, was for the tbiiteeuth time 
unanimously elected president of the 
company. 


There is goiug to be a vigorous 
demand for a change iu the law iu regard 
to towns and cities owning their own 
plant for the manufacture of gas and 
electricity for municipal purposes. The 
present bill was drawn up too much in 
the interest of the established companies 
to be sitisfactorv to the people. 


A burolaky insurance company is an 
applicant for a charter from the legisla. 
ture, and there are said to be companies 
of this nature in England, and also one 
in Montreal. 


Mr. Robert H. Gardner of Chestnut 
Hill has been chosen chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the State Repub- 
lican Club. 


NONANTUM. 


Representative Estabrooks has 
presented a bill that interest all patrous 
of railroads, where excessive fares are 
charged for short rides. It provides that 
all railroads incorporated aud operating 
under any of the general or special laws 
of the commonwealth for the purpose of 
carryiug passengeis shall keep on sale at 
each passenger station suitable tickets, 
good for pissage over the railroad issu 
iog the same, and the rate for such 
tickets not to exceed 2 cents per mile or 
a fraction thereof, for distances of over 
three miles. The bill also ooutaius a 
clause giving a right of appeal to the 
railroad commissioners by any railroad 
company objecting to the sale of such 
tickets. 

Congressman Wilson intdo a state- 
ment that will interest many people who 
have been discussing the free ooal qtm- 
tion, by saying that there is a law ou the 
statute books of Canada, taking otT tha 
duty on American coal, when the tax U 
taken oil Canadian coal by this country. 
ThU will interest Col. Clarke of the 
Home Muiket Club, who iu a letter to 
the Graphic some weeks ago, denied a 
statement mude in the Guapiuo that 
Canada was all ready to reciprocate iu 
the exchange of coals. It is always in- 
teresting to get at the facts, even though 
they may conflict with pre-couceivid 
theories.

HOW SOME PERSONS WHO THINK 

THEY KNOW ARE SWINDLED. 

Queer Trick* Practiced l»y Men Who Make 
• 1. 1 vine With Pencil ami llrunli— Car- 
toonlete With More Than One Name— Ona 
Who Made Ilia Ghoul I'amoua. 

Arista who sign their names to pic- 
tures that other men paint are quite 
plentiful in this town. In a littlo store 
on Fourth avenue, just around tho cor- 1 
ner from the American Academy of De- 
sign. there are Rome very protty exam- 
ples of water coloring for sale. The 
signature In tho corner of each canvas 
is that of a woman. The dealer was in 
r communicative mood tho other day, 
and as he was talking with a reporter 
he picked up one of the paintings and 
held it to the light for observation and 
discussion. 

“That woman brings somovery good 
work in here for mo to sell,” said he. 
“There is one peculiarity about her, 
though. She always writes her signa- 
ture in my shop. ” The dealer paused 
as though to be questioned. 

“Why does she do that?” was asked. 

“Well, I suppose she doesn’t like to 
pnt it on at tho studios where the pic- 
tures are painted. ” 

“She doesn’t paint her own pictures, 
then?” 

* Not all of them, it’s easier to pick 
them up hero and there and bring them 
to mo to sell 1 don’t know how much 
she pays the artists who paint them, and 
I don’t care. It’s none of my business. 
All I know is that the woik is very good 
and that I can get good prices for it. 1 
suppose she is building np a reputation 
| on the strength of these canvases. Well, 
why shonldn’t she? She gives work 
to a lot of people who would probably 
; starve otherwise. You see, scores of 
' persons can paint pictures and very few 
j have the knack of getting them sold.” 

| Sometimes an artist signs more than 
one name to his own work. This hap- 
pens every day on some of the illustrat- 
ed weeklies published for Broadway 
circulation. The publisher doesn’t like 
to see one man’s name signed to every 
cartoon or full page picture. Ho does 
, not want it known that his staff of art- 
ists is so small. Not long ngo one of 
the cleverest of the illustrators nsed to 
sign his own name to the big two page 
picture in the middle of the periodical 
and a note de plume to the first page 
drawing every week. In a little while 
he began to receive letters addressed to 
tho assumed name, giving orders for 
work aud Tull of compliments. He had 
built np a reputation for the mythical 
artist which ho could not get for him- 
self. His pride was hurt, but ho swal- 
lowed the humiliation and proceeded 
to increase the fame and the revenue 
of his ghost. 

A New York artist who draws for the 
pictorial weeklies tells a story of his 
experience in England at a time when 
all tho publishers were demanding 
French illustrators and had no use for 
native talent. This particular artist 
i knew that ho could cut corsages as low 
and skirts as high ns any Frenchman 
that ever lived. He had spent several 
vacations and lots of hard earned mon- 
ey in seeing the particular sido of Pa- 
' risian life that the publishers were howl- 
ing for at that particular time. 

He assumed a very Frenehy name, 
wrote iu that language altogether and 
submitted his sketches, which already 
out-Fronched the Frenchmen in their 
! naughtiness. Ho made a big hit, his 
mail orders were numerous, nnd for 
' many months he enjoyed a lucrative in- 
come under his title of Do Boulanger 
or whatever it was, while all the other 
English illustrators were drawing for 
the religious weeklies, which cannot 
afford to pay half as big prices to their 
artists us their more wicked and per- 
haps more interesting contemporaries. 

I In the window of a picture store in 
Harlem there wore exposed for sale not 
I long ago two small canvases with the 
I magic name of Corot iu tho corner. The 
price of each was $250. Now, a genu- 
ine Corot is worth anywhere from $1, 
000 up. Was it a mistake or an at- 
tempt at swindling? The pictures were 
in Corot’s style, and only an expert 
\ could tell whether they were genuine or 
not.

ticket culling for a lot of pictures pledg- 
ed for, say, $100. Tho pictures, the 
I stranger says, are worth at least $250. 
He will sell tho ticket for $25. If the 
amateur buys it, ho pays not only the 
$25 for the ticket, but the $100 and in- 
terest to the pawnbroker. 

It is a perfectly safe and easy meth- 
od of swindling. Neither the pawn- 
broker nor tho ticket seller is likely to 
be caught. The pictures tnuy only be 
worth $10. It cunnot he proved tliut 
the pawnbroker knew this or tliut the 
other tuun knew it. for that matter. The 
victim hue scarcely uny inode of redress, 
bwindlcs like this would not be possible 
but for tho fact that very many men 
believe they know all there is to be 
known about art, when, us u matter of 
fact, they know nothing at all. Or, in 
other words, ’ * the crop of suckers never 
fails, ” to quote the old inuxim of the 
green goods dealer. — New York World.

person. The Associated Chaiities exists 
lor the very purpose of stopping street 
door begging. In this connection let me 
suggest that a very simple plau for the re- 
lief ol any suffering iu our own city would 
be to have each family in (airly comfort- 
able eircumstances make itself responsible 
for one other family during the winter, 
supplying work, loaning money, and seeing 
in one way and another that the members 
get through to springtime. The usual plau 
now adopted when a case of distress is 
found Is to give a tritle and ask a great 
many others to add their mites. The better 

S ian is to take hold with vigor and see one 
amily out of their difficulties. It is no 
more expensive than to scatter small gifts 
over a wide area, and it lias the advantage 
of avoidiug publicity and preserving the 
self respect of those who are helped.

A short 
time after Dr. Fessenden heard of tiie 
occurrence, indirectly, and after seeing the 
chil i at once notified the bourd oi health. 
The latter have closed tiie school for the 
ruuiainder of tiie week and hone to preveut 
a further epidemic. 'The Woodman boy 
w as taken Tuesday to Mr. T. R. Frost’s 
house on i'arker street, so us to be more 
isolated. All sorts of rumors regarding 
the responsibility, attaching to certain per- 
sons /or allowing the child to be at large 
are alioat, aud the Graphic took uaius to 
uncertain the truth of the aifair. Mr. and 
Mrs. Woodman say they did not know tiie 
child had the disease, lie complained one 
day about Christmas time of beiug ill, but 
appeared all right the following day and 
since. The attack he had was evidently 
very light, and no thought of scarlet fever 
wuu entertained. No physician was called 
to see 1 dm during this time, as rumored 


about town. Dr. Tilton treated him for a 
bad throat curb In December, but there 
na* nn appearance of scarlet fever then. 
Dr. Fes-rndcn wa- called to attend Mr-*. 
Woodtuaii a few week* Intel, but not the 
child. It would seem that the attack wa- 
rn -light, no MinptetlM of di-ease were 
noticed, and tin* child wa* allow* d to play 
about and attend school as usual. Then- 
are two other eases of -earlet (ever, one 
i- a younger brother of James Clark, win* 
died last week, wlm Ib-s very low at the 
Imspltal. and the other Is Mr. Park’s child, 
which Is now nearly well.
